W. E. HOLLAND, Raleigh, President: Officers and members 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, ladies, and 
prothers: I now declare the Fiftieth Annual Convention of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association open for business.

INVOCATION 


Reverend R. Murphy Williams, 
Chaplain, Greensboro Fire Department, Greensboro. 

Almighty God, our Heavenly Father, at once the God of na- 
ture and of grace, our Creator, our Preserver, and our Redeemer, 
we magnify Thy name and come before Thee with thankful hearts 
because of the many blessings with which Thou has blessed us. 
We thank Thee for this commonwealth of ours; we thank Thee for 
our citizenship; we thank Thee for these unselfish men who are 
giving their lives to protect life and property in their respective 
localities. We pray Thee that Thy blessing may rest upon them, 
body and soul; and we pray Thee that their hearts may ever be 
set upon Thee. We thank Thee for the progress that has been 
made in this cause. We thank Thee for these six splendid men 
who are with us this morning who have served us during the last 
half century. We pray Thee that the hoary head may be to them 
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the crown of righteousness. We pray Thee that we may be a God- 
fearing and a God-loving people and that we may go from strength 
to strength. We ask Thy blessing upon our social intercourse here 
for the next three days. Grant that we may conduct ourselves in 
such a manner as to reflect credit upon ourselves and upon the 
municipalities from which we come. We pray that Thou wilt keep 
our eyes from tears, our steps from stumbling, and our souls from 
death; and we ask Thy blessings upon us all, both now and for- 
ever. Amen. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Chief Frank Bennett will lead us 
in singing a song. 


CHIEF FRANK W. BENNETT, Durham: Let’s all rise. 
(The members of the convention stood and were led by Chief 
Bennett in singing one stanza of “America’’.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: It now becomes my pleasure to 
present Chief Frank D. Shaw, of Greensboro, who will introduce 
the next speaker. Chief Shaw. (Aplause.) 


CHIEF FRANK D. SHAW, Greensboro: Mr. President, and 
brother firemen of North Carolina, it is useless for me to do just 
exactly what I am fixing to do, for, if you remember, in 1927, at 
our last convention here, we gave you a deed to our city. To be 
sure that deed is renewed, and your welcome also, I am going to 
present to you at this time our Mayor, and your mayor for this 
week. I say “for this week”. For God’s sake, don’t take him away 
with you, for we have the best mayor in America. I present Mayor 
‘Roger W. Harrison, of Greensboro. (Applause.) 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Honorable Roger W. Harrison, Mayor of Greensboro. 

Mr. Chairman, members of the North Carolina Firemen’s 
Association, ladies, and gentlemen: I have come here today not 
to bury Caesar but to praise him. In 1887.a group of men of 
North Carolina met in this town for pure and unselfish reasons 
to form an organization of firemen to protect the lives and prop- 
erty of the citizens of this State. That small organization, founded 
In unselfishness (because a great many of the members were then 
and are now volunteer firemen), has grown until now it is one of 
the largest organizations in our State. I do not know of any body 
of men that I had rather welcome to the City ‘of Greensboro, be- 
cause they are loyal men, they are brave men, they are sympa- 
thetic and kind men wherever we find them. Bi bk or 9 
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It is said that fire was given to this world by the god Prome- 
theus, who stole from the chariot of the sun bolts and brought 
them in tubes to the earth. Since that time we have enjoyed the 
blessing of fire, which is the most fascinating of all the elements. 
Without it the sun would not shine, nor would the earth bring 
forth its substance. But fire is also the most destructive element. 
I am informed that in our country fires annually number four hun- 
dred thousand, resulting in the death of five thousand people and 
a fire loss of eight hundred million dollars. You have a wonderful 
field to work in, a field of protection to your fellow men. Today 
I do not know of any organization that has progressed so far. 


Fires can be divided into those caused from unavoidable acci- 
dents, like lightning, spontaneous combustion, and fires catching 
from adjoining buildings, and into those caused by carelessness, 
like throw cigarettes and cigars in improper places or using gaso- 
line or kerosene thoughtlessly, and into fires caused by faulty 
construction. Since I have been mayor of this city, for the last 
four years, I have studied these matters somewhat and have seen 
progress made in curing these defects in our civic life. Led by this 
Association, we have devised manners of defeating what are known 
as unavoidable accidents by proper conduits for electric wires, by 
directions how to avoid spontaneous combustion, and so forth. We 
have educated the people against carelessness, and we have made 
wonderful progress in business buildings, where we require, under 
your supervision and the supervision of officers of the State, con- 
struction that will resist fire. 


Gentlemen, I think that you have done wonderfyl work in 
this State. I know that you will continue to do it, for, as I said, 
your organization is founded on unselfishness; and it certainly 
gives me pleasure today to welcome you to our city. I received a 
telegram this morning which, in my opinion, expresses the view 
of all the citizens of Greensboro. It reads: “Mayor Roger Harri- 
son. Welcome to Greensboro, firemen. May your stay with us be 
a pleasant one.” That is what we are hoping for you today. 


Now I should like to pay to you not only my personal tribute 
but the tribute of the City to you as an organization for what you 
have done for our community and for our State. I trust that your 
stay will be a pleasant one, that you will enjoy every minute of 
it, that you will form new ties of friendship; and that you will take 
home with you only happy memories of this meeting. I salute 
you. (Applause.) 


CHIEF SHAW: Thank you, Mr. Mayor. You have just sold 
our town one more time. I hope you will not give it away. 
The next speaker I have to be somewhat careful in introduc- 
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ing, but I will say this. He is one of the outstanding, attorneys in 
our city, and he is the man who put the city into the manager and 
the manager into the city in the United States. Aside from that, 
you notice I am a little bit careful of what I am going to say, be- 
cause he is my boss; but, nevertheless, he is the best boss that 
ever was boss in this land. That is our City Manager, Andrew 
Joyner, Jr. ¥Boss, goitorit! (Applause.) 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


Andrew Joyner, Jr., City Manager, Greensboro. 


Mr. President and Mayor, honored guests, ladies, and gentle- 
men: May I first thank Frank for those kind words? Perhaps 
it would be in order to remind you, Frank, that we old-fashioned 
Methodists and Episcopalians believe in sprinkling rather than im- 
mersion. (Laughter.) I might also say that the budget for our 
current year has already been made up and there is not a chance 
of your getting a raise in salary. (Laughter.) 


I am again grateful, gentlemen, for the opportunity to look 
into the faces of you North Carolina firemen. (God knows some 
of them need a lot of looking into.) (Laughter.) I think it was 
Emerson who said of the man who can make the best mouse-trap 
or write the best book or build the best house or preach the best 
sermon that, though he build his house in the woods, the world 
will make a beaten path to his door. If Mr. Emerson could have 
known Frank Shaw and appreciated the thoroughness with which 
he welcomes a group of visiting firemen, he would have included 
him, and the world would make a beaten path to Frank’s door. 
I do not recall an occasion for which such thorough welcoming 
has been provided as for this, except one. That was when a group 
of colored folks met in Greensboro, and the mayor had been asked 
to welcome them. The chairman of the local committee, in making 
the request, said: “Mr. Mayor, we have some mighty big Negroes 
here from all over North America, and I want you to lay it on.” 
When the mayor arrived at the meeting he found, much to his 
Surprise, that the kingfish of the organization was also to make 
an address of welcome. He sat through that, and then the as- 
sistant kingfish spoke at length. Then the dolphin of the organ- 
eae welcomed the body, and he was followed by several lesser 
ia tape The mayor himself was seventh on the program, and 
ne i gaae of welcome continued until sunset, when it. was time

he Reverend Mr. Williams is here, assuring you of a wel- 
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come by the. Almighty to Greensboro. The Lord High Mayor has 
given you a very thorough welcome. I notice that the Honorable 
R. D. Douglas, a prominent attorney of Greensboro, is here to 
welcome you on behalf of the local fire department, and Frank is 
also here to welcome you on behalf of his department. I don’t 
know whom I am supposed to represent, unless it is the great un- 
washed element. On behalf of them, I assure you that you are 
welcome. You smell like one of us. (Laughter.) 


I have attended meetings and conventions from Manteo to 
Murphy and from Currituck to Cherokee. On each of those occa- 
sions some local bigwig was put on the program to make the ad- 
dress of welcome, and in each case I was embarrassed because I 
had not happened to have been born in his community. I am not 
going to embarrass you in that way. It was, of course, impossible 
for all of you to have been born here, although you probably would 
have chosen this for your birthplace had you had any choice. 
(Laughter.) Greensboro is, indeed, a gocd town. That is rec- 
ognized throughout the South, and we are willing to admit it. We 
are fortunate in the type of our citizenry, both the white and the 
colored. We are proud of our colored citizens here. The colored 
population does not exceed about twenty per cent of the total. 
The relations between the white and the colored people are very 
good. Greensboro is an educational center for the colored people 
of North Carolina. You know the State Agricultural and Tech- 
nical College for Negroes is here, and we have the Lutheran Col- 
lege and Bennett College for Colored Women. These three colleges 
have done a great deal for the colored population of this section. 


I should like to tell you a true story, if you will pardon a 
personal ‘allusion. My wife’s sister came to visit us and brought 
her three children. To take care of them she brought her colored 
nurse; a girl named Lillie, a typical Negro from South Carolina. 
I said-to her one day: “Lillie, how do you like Greensboro?” She 
said: “Well, I like Greensboro in some ways’ and Winston-Salem 
in some ways.” “What do you'like about Greensboro?” I asked. 
She said: “Well, in Greensboro a colored lady can put her foot 
down on the sidewalk without stepping on some_ nigger.” 
( Laughter.) 

Greensboro is also an educational center for white people. 
Guilford, College, near here, was founded about a hundred years . 
ago by the Quakers. Then we have Greensboro College for Women 
and the North Carolina College for Women, now a part of the 
State University. Greensboro was one of the first cities in the 
State to establish a free public-school system. Craven Wiley, first 
state ‘superintendent of education, was born a few miles south of 
Greensboro. Our city has from the’ very’ beginning been at the — 
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forefront in public education, and some of our youngsters are now 
rather precocious. A minister was telilng me the other day of a 
visit he made to a member of his flock. As he entered the front 
door jazz music was being loudly played on the piano, and when 
he went into the sitting room he found a little girl, of about ten, 
knocking it out at a great rate. When she finished the piece he 
said: “Sister, do you know the Ten Commandments?” “No, Par- 
son,” she answered, “but if you will hum the first line I will try 
to play it for you.”  (Laughter.) 


In Greensboro’s natural trade area there is a greater purchas- 
ing power and a larger purchasing population than in the same 
area around Richmond, Virginia, or Atlanta, Georgia. I could tell 
you many more interesting facts about our city, and if time per- 
mitted I should like to tell you something about the service of 
these Greensboro fellows, appreciative of your desire to hold your 
golden jubilee meeting here. They have worked very hard in prep- 
aration for this meeting, but time does not permit me to go into 
detail. These fellows have worked hard for the last few months, 
some raising money and some doing other things. I hope that they 
will be recognized later. I should also like, on this hallowed oc- 
casion, to pay tribue to those distinguished pioneers who fifty years 
ago had a vision; but I know that Mr. Douglas, one of the out- 
standing historians of Greensboro, will pay just and proper tribute 
to these honored guests, and I shall not in that respect trespass 
upon his time. In fact, I have already extended beyond the 
bounds of propriety. When Frank asked me to say a word of wel- 
come he stressed brevity. Indeed, he said so much about brevity 
that I was reminded of a story about one of the pupils in our 
local schools who was told by the teacher to write an essay on 
Patrick Henry. She said: “Make it brief.’ One of the children 
turned in something like this: “Patrick Henry was born in Vir- 
ginia. After that he was six years old and went to school. After 
that he was twenty-one years old and was elected to the legisla- 
ture. After that he got married. After that he said: ‘Give me 
liberty or give me death.’ ” (Laughter.) 


I wish to assure you that the right hand and the left hand 
of hospitality are extended. A few months ago, at the fire school 
in Durham, I assured you gentlemen that you would have a good 
oe when you came to Greensboro. I want to say now that if

The man whom I shall introduce next is the Chairman of 
the Central Committee. When the Fire Department of Greens- 
boro starts anything, it calls upon the seventy thousand people of 
Greensboro. When we went out to get a chairman of the general 
committee, in the beginning, we did not pick a man who does not 
know what it is all about; but we went out and picked a former 
volunteer fireman. He is a statesman and a man whom Greensboro 
loves and North Carolina loves, and I am sure every fireman loves 
him. He is not only that, but he is one of the past vice-presidents 
of the State Firemen’s Association. He was a charter member of 
one of our fire companies here, the Southside Hose Company. At 
this time I am going to present to you the Chairman of our Cen- 
tral Committee, and he will tell you about the other committees. 
Mr. R. D. Douglas. (Applause.) 


ADDRESS OF WELCOME 


R. D. Douglas, Attorney at Law, Greensboro. 

Mr. President, brother firemen, and mutual friends, on behalf 
of the second best fire department in North Carolina I want to 
welcome you to the second best town in North Carolina. Now, if 
some of you wonder why I say the second best fire department 
and the second best town, I want to explain. I would not give a 
rap for the man who does not think he lives in the best town in 
North Carolina. (Applause.) Any man here who does not think 
he lives in the best town in North Carolina had better move, and 
move soon. And any fireman who does not think he belongs to the 
best fire department in North Carolina had better quit, and quit 
soon. I have no desire here to interfere with the firm conviction 
of every man who believes that he lives in the best town in 
North Carolina and belongs to the best fire department in the 
State. All I am asking you to admit is that Greensboro is the 
second best town in North Carolina and has the second best fire 


department. (Applause.) 


Now, on behalf of that second best gang we (you know you 
can say anything about a man if you say “we’}—on behalf of 
that second best town and second best fire department we give 
you a hearty welcome. You know, the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association is a native-born Greensboro boy. It was born 
here fifty years ago. During that fifty years of life it has proved 
to be an organization of which any town might be proud. I think 
it is fitting that it should have come to its own home town to 
celebrate its golden jubilee. (Applause.) Our foremost hope 
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is that during the next few days you people who have come here 
will have as good a time as we Greensboro folks are enjoying in 
having you come to our town.. (Applause.) The Mayor and the 
Sheriff can not go too far, but they have both assured me that 
during the next few days they will be suffering from mental as- 
tigmatism and during that time there will be many things they 
will honestly be unable to see. Laughter.) May you, therefore, 
during the next few days, have an enjoyable time. May you also 
have an. instructive and profitable time. I assure you that you 
are all welcome’ to:the second best city in North Carolina. 
(Applause.) 


One other thing, if I may, on this phase. They selected me 
as chairman of the general committee principally because I am a 
forty-year fireman and gray-headed. You know you have to re- 
spect age. But I can not honestly say that I deserve any. particu- 
lar credit for what has been done. We all know that Chief Shaw 
has done most of the work. You know, there are two kinds of 
colts; one you have to ride with a martingale and the other with 
Spurs. God knows you never have to ride Frank Shaw with spurs. 


Let me now recognize the men who have done so much to 
make this. meeting successful. First I present Mr., B. C. Vitt, 
Assistant Chairman of the General Committee. Mr. Vitt is the 
President of the Dixie Fire Insurance Company. He is, of course, 
selfishly interested in firemen. (Laughter.) Had he had his 
desire, doubtless he would have been chairman of the general com- 
mittee. I next present Mr. Charles M. Ketchum, Secretary of the 
Chamber of Commerce, who is Chairman of the Publicity Com-. 
mittee. When we, looked for a man for Chairman of the, Finance 
Committee, we knew we had to have a man. who can get money 
out of people, so we chose Mr. H, A. Lane, who is president of our 
industrial bank here. The Chairman of the Program Committee is 
Mr, G. C, Eichhorn, our City Clerk. Chairman of the Automobile.

Track 
Committee, Ralph L. Lewis, Chairman. Mr. Lewis is Major of our 
local National Guard unit. Decoration Committee; the Chairman 
is Mr. J. T. Martin, who is vice-president of one of our department 
stores.- Ladies Committee, Mrs. Frank D.-Shaw, Chairman; I don’t 
know what she is doing. Everything, I guess. When you get home, 
gentlemen, if you have had a good time it is due to the efforts 
of these persons I have named. 


One thing more. After diligent search we have been able to 
locate six of the charter members of the Association formed here 
fifty years ago. So far as we know, there are just those six of 
them living today. If there are any more, we have been unable 
to locate them. We are indeed fortunate in having all six of those 
men present at this opening session. (Prolonged applause.) 
Here they are. Among those six is Mr. C. D. Benbow, who himself 
is a former chief of the Greensboro Fire Department. I asked Mr. 
Benbow to say just a word about that fifty-year-old meeting and 
to present the other surviving members of that battalion. Mr. 


Benbow. (Applause.) 


MR. C. D. BENBOW, Greensboro: Mr. Chairman, ladies, and 
gentlemen, I want to say one word to you about the inception 
of this organization. During my occupancy of the post of chief 
of the fire department of the City of Greensboro, more than fifty 
years ago, there were two members of our city department who 
were blacksmiths, Charlie Lewis and John Lewis, brothers. Their 
only income was derived from their blacksmithing. Charlie Lewis 
took cold at one of our fires, and that cold developed into tubercu- 
losis, and he became incapacitated for his work in the shop. His 
brother divided the proceeds of the shop with him, and he was sus- 
tained in that way. It occurred to me that there ought to be some 
method by which an occasion of that kind could be taken care of. 
In conference with these gentlemen and some others who were 
citizens of Greensboro, we decided that we should call in Mr. 
James McNeill, of Fayetteville, who was most favorably known 
throughout the entire State and who was at that time a member 
of the legislature. After discussing the matter with him, these 
gentlemen decided that we ought to organize and ask the legis- 
lature to make provision for such occurrences. We asked Mr. Mc- 
Neill, as a member of the legislature, to be frank with us and tell 
us whether he thought it could be accomplished. To use the ex- 
pression that he gave voice to at that time, he said: “It is damn 
sure we will.”..And they did. That was the inception of this or- 
ganization. .It has continued to grow and, expand from ‘the first 
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day of its inauguration until today it is one of the largest asso- 
ciations in the State of North Carolina and one of the most prom- 
inent and one of the most appreciated. (Applause.) 


I want to introduce to you, if you do not already know them, 
the gentlemen who are living today who were present at the or- 
ganization of this Association. Mr. A. B. Horney, of High Point. 
(Applause.) Mr. Harper Elam, of Greensboro. (Applause.) 
Dr. J. W. Griffith, of Greensboro. (Applause.) Mr. Joe (Joseph 
J.) Stone, from Greensboro. (Applause.) Mr. James R. Donnell, 
Greensboro. (Applause.) 


I thank you, gentlemen. (Prolonged applause.) 

MR. DOUGLAS: Now I ask Mr. Frank Shaw to express in 
a tangible way our appreciation of the service of the old guard. 

CHIEF SHAW: For fear that my voice will just not express 
the feeling I have at this time, I am going to ask that it be done 
by song. I ask Frank Bennett to come up here and sing just one 
song at this time. Chief Bennett. (Applause.) 

(Chief Bennett sang ‘“‘When You Have Wandered Alone on 
the Highways’’.) (Applause.) 

CHIEF BENNETT: May I say just a word here that I am 
not supposed to say? I think this is the most glorious meeting 
I have ever attended, to see these gentlemen here who have done 
so much for our organization. I wish to say to them that we ap- 
preciate the opportunity of being here to greet them and appre- 
what they have done for this organization in the past. 

Now I will just sing for you “Short’nin’ Bread”, which some- 
one has requested. You gentlemen from the eastern part of North 
Carolina know that. (Chief Bennett then sang “Short’nin’ Bread”, 
which received prolonged applause.) 


CHIEF SHAW: Thank you, Chief Bennett; you have ex- 
pressed our feelings far better than I could. But I can not help 
making mention at this time that we—the fire department of 
today, our generation—appreciate these men and appreciate this 
organization as much as in 1887, when it was organized right 
across the street from me. We feel that the Lord has been good 
to this department in Greensboro and feel that He will continue 
to be. We claim five of these gentlemen in Greensboro ard feel 
that. we can also lay claim to the sixth, because High Point is 
So close to us. We love these men, and as long as they continue 
to live we shall love them. We are going to look after them and 
continue to look after them; we shall be by their side. We hope 
that. they will continue to live on and on until the younger gen- 
eration of today will- be their pallbearers. 


I turn the meeting back now to President Holland. 
PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time I wish to present 
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a man known and loved throughout the State, none other than 
Sherwood Brockwell, our State Fire Marshal. (Applause.) 


RESPONSE TO ADDRESSES OF WELCOME 
Sherwood Brockwell, State Fire Marshal, Raleigh. 

Mr. President, Mayor Harrison, Mr. Joyner, Chairman Doug- 
las, Chief Shaw, and distinguished guests: God pity any man who 
calls himself a fireman who has not been thrilled and has not gain- 
ed inspiration from this gathering here today. Representing the 
Firemen of North Carolina, in response to the fine addresses of 
welcome (especially that splendid one by Mr. Douglas), let me say 
that every word of welcome addressed here this morning to the 
firemen of North Carolina, though deeply appreciated and we know 
from your hearts, has been superfluous. - - - Every man who 
knows his A-B-C’s in firemanship knows Greensboro and knows why 
we are celebrating here this week. 


Just as every true Mohammedan turns his face toward Mecea, 
so every true North Carolina fireman turns his face to Greens- 
boro—the birthplace of our Association. (Applause.) Always we 
shall remember that unforgettable day fifty years ago when James 
D. McNeill and Charles D. Benbow suggested, one to the other (and 
it makes no difference who suggested what to whom, there is glory 
enough to go around) the idea of this organization—an organiza- 
tion which has grown to become a God-send to the widows and 
orphans of firemen, a blessing to all firemen, a boon to every mu- 
nicipality within our State and whose influence today is felt from 
an economic angle by every citizen of North Carolina. 


At that time—fifty years ago—our State was just emerging 
from the most trying time it ever lived through—Reconstruction. 
Those men, our leaders of that time—graduates of a trying period 
—cognizant only of things worthwhile— were groping through, 
hoping to find a way to really serve the people. The North Caro- 
lina Firemen’s Association—started 50 years ago in Greensboro— 
stands today a monument to their efforts. 


After a decade had passed we again turned our faces to our 
Mecca and in 1899 journeyed back to our starting point, Greens- 
boro. There are many of us who remember that convention and 
tournament. To me, at this moment, many never-to-be-forgotten 
scenes of that week pass before me. I can again see that little 
town of not quite ten thousand souls. The people here were start- 
ing their first real estate development, Summitt Avenue Exten- 
sion. In memory, I once more stand, as a boy, and see the stately 
elm trees with their branches meeting in verdant grandeur across 
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Elm and Market streets. From this point of vantage I can vis- 
ualize the firemen of 1899 passing in parade. Can see the teams, 
reel teams, for the hose reel predominated then, wending their way 
to the race course out on Summitt Avenue. I can vividly recall the 
faces and forms of many of those men as they were then. I can 
see among them men, who, at that time, little dreamed that they 
were destined to play an important part in the fight against fire 
in future years. 


In that panorama is Joseph Stone, then Chief of the Greensboro 
Fire Department. Later to be a leading business man of the state 
and to be on this platform this day—fifty years a member of the 
North Carolina Firemen’s Association. Representing law and order 
of the day was “Bill” Scott, then Chief of Police in Greensboro, 
later to be recognized a national leader in prosecuting arson 
criminals. 


I can see another man, a part and parcel of that meeting of 
"99. He was not a fireman, but delighted with his assignment as 
reporter of the tournament and races. He was that day, just as 
he is today, thrilled with the glories of an every-day task and proud 
to be of and with a band of hardy men. Little did he realize then 
that he was later to become United States Minister to San Do- 
mingo and one of the world’s greatest fire statisticians. I refer to 
Andrew Joyner, Sr., father of the very capable present city man- 
ager of Greensboro. 


At that time Greensboro was far from the present great city 
it is. In this panorama there is a sprinkling of those pretty blue 
uniforms with the white stripes and the campaign hats of the 
Spanish-American War. A few of the soldiers still clung to their 
uniforms of blue. That was the year that the ladies first wore 
peek-a-boo shirtwaists. We saw those ladies with their peek-a-boo 
shirtwaists at the races and some of the older generation wonder- 
ed “what this young set will do next”. The ladies knew what they 
were going to do next for they became very busy with carrion-oil 
where the August sun penetrated those peeks in the peek-a-boos 
with terrible sun-burn effects. 


Lon Duckett, later to serve many years as President of this 
Association, was a youngster then, down from the mountains and 
hot and bothered because it was the first time he had ever worn 
shoes in the summertime. In the picture is also a gangly, toggle- 
Jointed, young fellow, trying hard to raise a mustache, but with 
little success. He was the running pants of a reel team contest- 
ant. He is none other than John Miller, our able secretary for the 
past twenty-nine years, then fresh from a Rowan County farm 
and a member of the Concord reel team. But foremost in this 
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picture is the hospitality the fine people of Greensboro extended 
to the firemen of that day. There was something romantically 
beautiful about it all and the memory of that hospitality still 
lingers in our hearts like the perfume of a beautiful rose which 
“oft’ lingers long after the petals have fallen and been wafted 
away”. 


Again, in 1927, we trekked back to Mecca. We came, we saw, 
and Greensboro conquered the hearts and minds of us. So _ this 
year, when the Golden Jubilee had rolled around, there was no 
place that the firemen of North Carolina would in their hearts and 
souls agree upon except Greensboro, North Carolina’s gate city. 
So we are here in appreciation of the great part that Greensboro 
and the Greensboro Fire Department have played in the organ- 
ization and development of the North Carolina Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. 

Greensboro has ceased to be that little city of the days gone 
by. She has taken her place not only as a great industrial center 
but as a great educational center. We are happy to come to 
Greensboro, because we know her people. In your march of prog- 
ress you have lost none of that beautiful grace of of neighboriness. 
There is one thing noticeable about you people of Greensboro. All 
of you seem to have your faces pointed toward the rising sun. 
Many of you have acquired what you have within your own life- 
time and for this reason appear to believe that you can still face 
the rising sun and accomplish more, 


Little have I said about the splendid ladies of Greensboro. 
Little do they need my poor words of praise or commendation. 
“By their fruits you shall know them.” Their magnificent homes, 
churches, schools, colleges, clubs and other organizations bespeak 
unsurpassed dignity and culture which are theirs. We love them 
for that, but love them more, because we know that with that cul- 
ture and refinement there is not one of them who could not, if need 
be, cook a rabbit so it will melt in your mouth. God bless them, 
they are still “home folks”. 


These conventions have not only become a part of our year’s 
business, but this is the time when we come together to make 
new acquaintances, renew old ones and gain strength and inspira- 
tion to fight for another year the battle with that foe which never 
wearies. When we go home we shall, as we often do, become from 
time to time reminiscent. When we think of Greensboro, the Mec- 
ca of our Association and the center of our Golden Jubilee, we shall 
look up to high heaven and think with a note of joy that “this old 
world we are living in is mighty hard to beat. We get a thorn 
with every rose, but aren’t those roses sweet?” 

People of Greensboro, we feel at home. We feel that every 
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fireman in North Carolina owes a debt of gratitude to Greensboro. 
With these thoughts, I shall now carry out the mandate of our 
North Carolina Fire College and Drill School in presenting to 
each of the surviving charter members an honorary diploma from 
the North Carolina Fire College and Drill School. (Applause. 
The members of the convention rose to their feet and applauded 
and remained standing during the presentation of the diplomas.) 


Gentlemen, our Fire College feels that it is honored beyond 
expression in being able to greet you and meet you after these 
fifty years, and we thank God for the privilege of having lived 
this long. Our College is honored in bestowing upon you these 
honorary diplomas . We hope we shall have the opportunity to 
meet you again at our seventy-fifth annual meeting. (Applause.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time I recognize Chief 
Shaw, who will outlinne our further activities. 


CHIEF SHAW: At this point, Mr. President, I wish to pre- 
sent to these gentlemen who have meant so much to Greensboro 
and to the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association a little 
token. I know that they do not need anything to hold them up, 
but I wish to present to each of them a staff which will be a 
memento from us. On behalf of the Greensboro. Fire Department 
I present to each of these gentlemen a cane encircled with a solid 
gold band on which is engraved his name and an inscription which 
reads: “In recognotion of the service which you have rendered 
to the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association from 1887 to 
1937.” I hope that they may use these and continue happily on 
their way for another fifty years and that I shall be here to help 
them celebrate. Even though these canes be not much, in behalf 
of our Fire Department I present them to you. 


MR. BENBOW: Frank, this is a jim dandy souvenir; but I 
haven’t got a bit of use for it. (Laughter; applause.) 


MR. A. B. HORNEY: Frank, I have to say what Charlie 
Benbow did. I ain’t got no use for it. 


CHIEF SHAW: I now turn the meeting back to your Presi- 
dent, Chief Holland. 


MR. JOYNER: Mr. President, under ordinary circumstances 
IE would apologize for intruding upon your program for something 
not listed, but the circumstances are not ordinary, and therefore 
I do not apologize. The members of the Greensboro Fire Depart- 
ment have assigned to me a task, and in spite of my protests that 
a second time and look again into the faces of these firemen, they 
insist upon. it. 


/ 


Before proceeding with my task, I wish to express my appre- 
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ciation to Brock for that splendid address. I might say that if 
ever Brock does grow up he is going to be good. (Laughter.) 
We are deeply grateful for your splendid response. 


I think it was on a cold, wintry day back in January, 1906, 
that a gangling, awkward country boy from out in Guilford Coun- 
ty, somewhat over six feet tall and still in knee pants, and with 
his elbows bulging out of his coat sleeves, came into the Southside 
Hose station and told them he was going to be a fireman. The 
captain of that company said he did not need a fireman; but the 
boy said: “Well, I am here, anyway; I might as WGIIMS tA Viana 
spite of all their efforts to sweep him out like an unwanted cat, 
he stayed on and made himself useful in various ways. It was not 
very long before he was driving a team. When they got the first 
gasoline vehicle he itched to drive that, and he had a bad case of 
itch. Pretty soon he was driving it. Later he was made chief of 
the fire department. He has been ever faithful, ever loyal; and 
through dauntless courage and dogged industry he has built up 
what Brother Douglas has termed the second best fire department 
in North Carolina. In 1927 the Greensboro Fire Department was 
awarded by the National Chamber of Commerce first honors among 
all the cities of the United States in its population class. Regu- 
larly since then the Department has received honorable mention 
in all contests. I expect if someone were to make the charge that 
it is the best fire department in the United States the Chief would 
make a feeble protest and say it is not so, but after some argu- 
ment he would admit that you know something of what you are 
talking about. He has been ever faithful and loyal to the members 
of his department. Those fellows have asked me to render them a 
service today. I dare not make an attempt to express the feelings 
of those fellows in the Fire Department or my own feelings, be- 
cause if I should try to give expression to the thoughts that lie 
within me I should probably become mushy or sentimental. So I 
ask your pardon for borrowing the words I am going to say: 


“It ain’t the gift a fellow gives, no matter what he buys, 
That sets the heart to beating and puts sunshine in the eyes. 
It ain’t the value of the thing or how it’s wrapped and tied; 
It’s something else beside. 

It’s knowing that it represents a love both deep and true 
That someone carries in his heart and wants to slip to you. 
It’s knowing that they love you and tell you in this way, 

It’s knowing that they’ll act the thing they want to say. 
So it ain’t the gift a fellow gives nor how it’s wrapped or tied; 
It’s knowing that folks love you that makes you glad inside.” 
Will all the members of the Greensboro Fire Department who 


are here please stand? Frank, come around here. (Reads.) 
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“Chief eleven years; active service thirty-two years, Greensboro 
Fire Department. Presented to Frank D. Shaw at the Golden Jubi- 
lee by members of the Greensboro Fire Department.” Frank, I 
am sure that this token expresses the sentiments of affection and 
love of every fellow in the Department. (Applause; applause.) 


CHIEF SHAW: Fellows, I may be a he-man, but things 
like this get pretty close to me. I learned long ago that dollars 
and cents amount to nothing to any man on this earth. If I had 
been presented with twenty-five thousand dollars in gold, honestly, 
to the bottom of my heart, it would not have been appreciated as 
much as this one thing that has happened here this morning. As 
I told you in the beginning, I love every person connected with 
the City, in each department. Then when I came down to my own 
department, it is my family. I am not so fortunate as some of 
you men, to have living children of my own; but I do so this—in 
my department I have fifty men, and I have adopted them, and 
God knows I love every one of them just as much as you do your 
child. (Applause.) I love those connected with the Department 
and with the City. I have been deeply grateful this week for the 
support which my Department has gotten from the other depart- 
ments of the City, starting with the Mayor and City Manager and 
including all the other fourteen departments of the City of Greens- 
boro. Time after time they have asked us if there is not some- 
thing they can do to help. I tell you, fellows, you can not help 
but appreciate that, especially on an occasion of this kind. I no- 
tice down at the registration desk there are some big department 
heads down there with their stenographers and clerks helping you 
and me to make this an enjoyable time. I want to tell you that 
this which I hold in my hand is dear to me., (Prolonged applause.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time we go into the busi- 
ness part of the convention, and it becomes my duty to appoint the 
following committees: 


Courtesy Committee: Chief Donald Shuford, Hickory; Chief 
Jerome B. Flora, Elizabeth City; Assistant Chief R. A. Joyner 
Farmville. 

Credentials Committee: Chief Richard C. Leach, Washing- 
ton; Chief J. H. Bailey, Asheville; Chief W. E. O’Briant, Roxboro; 
Chief J. H. Blackwelder, East Spencer; Chief J. C. Worley, Hamlet. 


The Credentials Committee will meet right here with the 
Secretary immediately after adjournment. 
There is no further business at this time, so far as I know. 
What are the wishes of the convention? 
By, ae ase Before we adjourn I want to ask every dele- 
0 be present in his seat at two-thirty this afternoon, so we 
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ean get through our business and enjoy the pleasures which 
Greensboro has prepared for us. 


CHIEF WILL S. LONG, Graham: Mr. Chairman. 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Dr. Long. 

CHIEF LONG: After all these wonderful speeches by these 
gentlemen here, I feel like what I am—a second fiddle. But I 
don’t want to get out of this convention hall before I say a few 
things. When I was a little boy a man came to our town, a mem- 
ber of a profession. I admired that man, and I determined to take 
up the same profession he followed. He was a member of a band, 
and I tried to become a musician. Dr. Griffith, I want to shake 
your hand. Dr. Griffith came from our town, and you found out 
he was a leader. It is through his leadership that I am what I 
am today in the fire departments of North Carolina. 


The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association is the great- 
est organization in the State, without a doubt. When you had that 
great storm here, that leveled part of your city, your firemen were 
called to the rescue, and neighboring firemen. When that great 
flood took place in Louisville our rolling generator from Charlotte 
went out there and furnished lights to those stricken people. No 
other town in the United States did that. We are the greatest 
organization in the State. We help others; we serve others. When 
I look into your faces I feel that I am in the land of the free and 
the home of the blest and that I am among God’s people. I feel 
that every man who goes out to offer his life to save others is a 
Christian. 

I was out here when they had that tournament that Brockwell 
spoke of. I remember seeing Captain Jim McNeill in his white suit 
and with a flower in his buttonhole. The ladies occupied the grand- 
stand. In those days the ladies wore their dresses down to their 
ankles, and they had high collars up to their ears and sleeves down 
to their wrists. It was an awfully hot day, and some of the boys 
went down under the grandstand to get in the shade. They made 
the most of their opportunities, and they saw something they had 
never seen before. (Laughter.) We want you to have a good 
time here, boys. Go out and make the most of your opportunities. 
I am going to make the most of mine. (Laughter; applause.) 


MR. HILDEBRAND: May I say a word? 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Chief Hildebrand. 

CHIEF HILDEBRANW: Where is Chief Shaw? Everything 
that has been said this morning has been from some official source 
except that token of love and affection presented to the Chief by 
his own men. That is natural; that is just like a family’s honoring 
their father or their mother with a nice present—something we 
should all do. I am from a little town up in the mountains. I left 
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there after six o’clock last night; it was impossible for me to come 
in time for the chiefs’ convention. I got here this morning at two- 
thirty. Before I left I was told something by the members of an- 
other organization to which Frank Shaw belongs. As he says, he 
has no children of his own and has adopted the fifty men of his 
department. These members of another organization say that 
Frank Shaw is one of the best men in the State. Everything said 
this morning has been from an official source except what I am 
going to say. Frank, you are spoken of all over the State as one 
of the best fire chiefs in North Carolina. When we spoke of hav- 
ing our golden-jubilee meeting in Greensboro in 1937 it was call- 
ed, all over the State, Frank Shaw’s convention. I want each and 
every one of us here to give Frank Shaw a rising vote of Thanks 
for what he has done up to the present. 

(The members stood and applauded.) 

PRESDENT HOLLAND: I recognize Mr. Brockwell just for 
a moment. : 


MR. BROCKWELL: There is one thing we have to do before 
we leave. The photographer and moving-picture man are out in 
front of the building, and they ask that you gather in a group 
there and have pictures made. 


At the risk of making myself unpopular with the younger 
men who have never been to a convention before, let me say this. 
We are here in the birthplace of our organization. We have re- 
ceived words of welcome which came from the heart. There is not 
a-soul in the City of Greensboro but wants you to have a good 
time—a fine time. But let me impress upon the younger men, who ~ 
have never been to a convention before, that we are guests of this 
magnificent city. They have gone their length in providing digni- 
fied entertainment for us. Let’s show our appreciation by acting 
just as we would in anybody’s home and show our appreciation of 
that hospitality by having all the fun in the world in a manner that 
will be appreciated by the older firemen in the convention and by 
the people of the City of Greensboro. It is just as easy to have a 
good time and remain straight on your feet. Let’s be conscious of 
the fact that it is not only the men of Greensboro who extend 
this invitation but the ladies of Greensboro extend it. Let’s for- 
get what has taken place up to this moment and conduct ourselves 
In such a way that when we leave the people of Greensboro will 
Say this was the best behaved convention that was ever here. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I recognize Secretary. Miller. 


SECRETARY JOHN L. MILLER: We meet this afternoon at 


two-thirty to transact business. In order that we may proceed in 
an orderly way, it is necessary that you be here to answer to the 
roll call. The North Carolina State Firemen’s Association does not 
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require your presence here; it is a higher power that does. The 
legislature of North Carolina enacted in 1891 a law providing a 
relief fund. That legislation passed in 1891 and repassed in 1925 
requires you to answer this roll call and show that your depart- 
ment is represented. If it is not represented, then that relief fund 
will be withheld from you, under this law. The State legislature 
has placed upon each man, coming from his respective community, 
the burden of answering this roll call. To save Mr. Boney’s de- 
partment from humiliation and save your department from hu- 
miliation, please be here promptly at two-thirty and answer when 
your town is called. ; 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I now recognize Chief Shaw. 

CHIEF SHAW: As has been said, this is the golden jubilee, 
and this photograph will go down in history. Let’s all stay for the 
photograph. 

We have entertainment for you; I wish we could fit in all the 
entertainment we have. I do ask, on behalf of the seventy-three 
thousand people here, citizens of Greensboro, that you take ad- 
vantage of the entertainment which we have provided. There is 
also entertainment for the ladies, and they will have worth-while 
souvenirs. Everything is free to you. I ask you again to take ad- 
vantage of all these things. 


SECRETARY MILLER: The Credentials Committee will 
meet in the front part of this room, immediately after the ad- 
journment of this session, to pass on the credentials. We sent you 
blanks to fill out, giving the delegates from your departments. 
There are fifteen or twenty towns that have not yet sent in the 
names of their delegates. If you want representation, come up 
here after this meeting adjourns and fill out a blank. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time I call on Chief Frank 
Bennett to lead us in singing “The More We Get Together”. 

(Song—“The More We Get Together’’.) 

THE PRESIDENT: I now recognize Mr. Benbow. 

MR. C. D. BENBOW: Mr. President and gentlemen, my col- 
leagues and I wish to thank the Fire Department of Greensboro 
for these souvenirs. I am going to hang this up over my mantel 
shelf, and every time I look at it I shall remember this convention 
and be grateful to you. 


MR. BROCKWELL: Everybody who was here as a delegate 
to the convention of 1899 report, after adjournment, to Mr. Jones, 
of Fayetteville, up here. 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: The Chair will entertain a motion 


to adjourn. 
(On motion, the meeting adjourned at twelve o’clock noon un- 
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til two-thirty o’clock p. m.) 


AFTERNOON SESSION 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: The meeting will come to order, 
and we will now have the report of the Credentials Committee. 


SECRETARY MILLER: Mr. President, we will now present 
the report of the Credentials Committee. As I said this morning, 
the law requires that you be present here and that your name ap- 
pear on this report, in order to participate in the Relief Fund. 
Please answer when the name of your town is called. 


MR. MILLER: Mr. President, the Credentials Committee begs 


to report that we have examined carefully the credentials of the 
chiefs, assistant chiefs, superintendents of waterworks, electrical 
inspectors, building inspectors, superintendents of fire alarms, and 
delegates from the fire departments and report that the presence 
of chiefs, assistant chiefs and delegates has been carefully noted. 
(Secretary Miller then called the roll of fire departments. ) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: You have heard the report. What 
is your pleasure? 

A MEMBER: I move, sir, that we accept this as a tentative 
report and that the roll of those towns not represented be called 
again at a later session. 

(This motion was duly seconded and was adopted.) 

SECRETARY MILLER: Mr. President, we have a bunch of 
men here that have come in since the roll was called or who did 
not answer. With your permission we will take them back here 
and dispose of them. 

All those who were here when the roll was called and did not 
answer or who have come in since your town was called, please 


come into the consultation room here, and the Credentials Com- 
mittee will go over your credentials. | 


MR. SHUFORD: I move that the ‘report of the Credentials 
Committee, as read, be adopted. (This motion was duly seconded 
and was adopted without discussion.) 


THE PRESIDENT: Any parties that have come in since the 
roll was called will take it up with the Committee. 

The convention will now proceed with business. The report of 
the President is first on the program. The Vice-President will take 
the chair. (Cries of “Louder”.) . 
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VICE-PRESIDENT JEROME B. FLORA: Attention, gentle- 
men. Listen to the reading of the President’s report. 
(The President read his report, as follows:) 


THE PRESIDENT’S ANNUAL REPORT 


To the officers and members of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association: Gentlemen: 


In making my report to you for the year now ending I wish 
to thank every one of you for your cooperation with me, and ex- 
press to you my deepest appreciation for the wonderful help each 
of you has been in making this a successful year. 


I have had the pleasure of visiting many of the towns repre- 
sented in this Association and only wish I could have visited all 
of them.

I have also 
attended about all the meetings of the Chiefs’ Organization, and 
they are also progressing satisfactorily.

The Annual Statements for the years 1934 and 1935, filed with 
the Insurance Department, were checked to the records. of the 
Fund and found to agree. 


History and Organization 


The Firemen’s Fraternal’ Insurance Fund of North Carolina 
was organized in December, 1921 and commenced business in Feb- 
ruary of the following year. It was organized as a Department of 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association for the purpose 
of conducting a mutual insurance business. 

A Certificate of Membership is issued to each new member 
who pays $2.20, representing two assessments paid in advance. 
Upon the death of a member an assessment of $1.10 is levied upon 
each member, $1.00 of which is placed in the Mortuary Fund and 
10 cents in the Expense Fund. The Constitution and By-Laws 


state that “there shall be levied as many assessments as there 
shall be deaths of members.” i 
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The average cost has been $11.00 per year per member for 
those who joined at the organization of the order. 


Notices of assessments are sent the Secretary of the local 
Fire Department in each town and he collects from the individual 
members in his Department and remits to the Secretary of the 
Fund.

$2,500.00 in an approved Bonding Company. The Treasurer’s bond 
is kept in the safe of the Secretary and the Secretary’s bond is 
held by the President, W. E. Holland, who lives in Raleigh.

THE PRESIDENT: We will next have the report of the 
Statistician. 

MR. R. A. JOYNER, STATISTICIAN: Before submitting 
my report I wish to say that I appreciate the honor you have given 
me in electing me your Statistician. I have tried to fulfill my 
duty. I have attended all the meetings of the Executive Commit- 
tee and have endeavored to carry out all the duties assigned me. 


(The Statistician then read the following report:) 
Mr. President, Fellow Members of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, Guests, Ladies and Gentlemen: 


In submitting to you my report as Statistician at this, our 
Golden Jubilee Celebration, I find that we have many things in 
common to be justly proud and happy; not that we have reached 
the half-century mark from our birthday or childhood but for the 
many accomplishments that we have achieved as we have observed 
the gradual decline in the reduction of the loss of lives and prop- 
erty of our State as this association has grown. We now live to 
See the dreams and ideas of our early organizers to be a reality, 
and how that the loss of property has continued to decrease year 
by year until at this time we are enjoying the lowest per capita 
loss and lowest insurance rate enjoyed by any State in the South- 
eastern Group, and far below the National average. This has only 
been made possible through the personal work of each and every 
one of you men who compose our friendly organization. To sub- 
Sstantiate this statement I will give the property loss for 1922, 
1927 and 1937. This will only date back for fifteen years, yet it 
will give you the trend in which we are progressing. In 1922, the 
property loss was in excess of $8,000,000, and in 1927 $5,744,077, 
while in 1937 our property loss was only $2,106,452. So, I repeat 
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that through your efforts we have a just cause to celebrate this, 
our GOLDEN JUBILEE. 

In submitting to you the Statistics for 1936, I shall confine 
all figures to groups and realizing the dryness of statistics shall 
make same as condensed as possible, and in order that you grasp 
the items that compare with your City or Town your close atten- 
‘tion will be necessary. During the year 1986, there were 1,754 fires 
at which there were $34,192,752 of property at stake, of which a 
damage or loss of property amounted to $2,106,452, with a ratio 
of .06 and a per capita loss of $2.23, and an average loss per fire 
of $1,200.00. While this shows a property loss slightly in excess 
of 1935, we had one fire that represented approximately 1/6 of the 
entire loss of the State. With the exception of this one fire it would 
represent the best record in history. You will note that our prop- 
erty loss for 1936 is only about 40% of 1927 notwithstanding the 
continued growth in value of our property. 


In above mentioned figures they. have been divided into two 
groups, those in excess of 5,000, and 5,000 population and less. In 
the larger group we find there was a total of 1,494 fires, where 
property was involved in the amount of $31,954.960 with an actual 
loss of $1,692,476, a ratio of .05 and per capita loss of $2.24, and 
an average loss per fire of $1,133. In the group of cities and towns 
less than 5,000 population, we find 260 fires where property was 
involved to the amount of $2,237,612 with a loss of $413,976, a 
ratio of .18 and a per capita loss of $1.90, and an average loss per 
fire of $1,592.00. Again the smaller towns have shown a smaller 
per capita loss and higher ratio loss, and we might say “hats off” 
to the smaller communities in holding their per capita loss below 
the State average. This has been true only for the past few years 
and I feel safe in saying that it is because they have become fire- 
minded and have organized themselves with men and equipment 
that they have not only been able to put out a fire, but have made 
great progress in preventing fires from starting, for after all the 
greatest work of a fireman is preventing a fire, for if it never 
starts no lives will be lost or property destroyed. And I might add 
that I consider Fire Prevention the outstanding duty of every 
Fireman, and through the facilities of our Fire School (so ably 
conducted by the best authority on the subject of Fire Prevention 
in the country—no other than our State Fire Marshal) and through 
other methods we all can prepare ourselves for this daily task. 


The above mentioned facts show that we are doing a good job 
preventing fires, for in 1927 there were 2,600 fires as compared 
with 1,754 for 1937, or a reduction in number of fires of 33 1/3 per 
cent. Again I say we have a just cause to CELEBRATE. 


The next item of Statistics I shall give to you, so far as I 
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have been able to learn, has never been so assembed and summar- 
ized in our State before, and I feel that it will not only be of much 
interest, but of great benefit to many of you. It is a summary of 
the fire fighting equipment in practically every city and town of 
our State, which has been assembled in detail covering each city 
individually, but for this report they have been divided into six 
groups and I invite your. special attention to the group! under 
which your city falls. 


The first group represents the ninety towns with a population 
of less than 2,500 people, with an average population of 1,403. 
In this group there are 1,581 volunteer firemen and thirty-three 
paid firemen, or a total of 1,614 active firemen with an average of 
18 men per town, They are equipped with a total of five ladder 
trucks, thirty-six auto hose trucks and fifty-four pumpers with 
pumping capacity of 27,700 gallons of water per minute. Fifty- 
eight hand reels and 161,400 feet of hose with a total value of 
$496,977, averaging per town 1,793 feet of hose and an investment 
of $5,502.00, with a per capita investment of $3.92. 


Group two covers twenty-nine cities with a population of 
2,500 to 5,000, having a total population of 106,756, averaging 
3,680 per city, having 568 volunteer and 36 paid firemen; average 
humber of firemen per city, twenty-one. They are equipped with 
one ladder truck, 12 auto hose trucks, 36 pumpers, 13 hand reels, 
82,450 feet of fire hose, with a total investment of $437,093 and 
per capita investment of $4.53; averaging 2,843 feet of fire hose 
and $15,072.00 invested per city. | 


Group three covers fifteen cities from 5,000 to 10,000 popula- 
tion with a total population of 96,348 or an average of 6,423 per 
city, having 354 volunteer firemen and 25 paid firemen, or averag- 
ing a 26-man fire department. They are equipped with four ladder 
trucks, four auto hose trucks, twenty-eight pumpers, five hand 
reels, 57,850 feet of hose, averaging 3,858 feet of hose per city 
with a per capita investr..ent of $4,387 or a-total investment per 
city of $28,183.00. 


Group four consists of fifteen cities from ten to twenty thous- 
and with an average population of 12,479; average number of 
firemen per city thirty-four, with one ‘aerial truck, eleven ladder 
trucks, four auto hose trucks and thirty-nine pumpers, two hand 
reels, 93,600. feet of hose or an average of 5,510 feet per city. 


Group four has a per capita investment of $4.04 with an average 
investment of $50,442.00. ang 


Group five consists of four cities ranging from twenty to fifty 
thousand in population with an average population of 31,951, aver- 
age number -of firemen 66, equipped with four aerial trucks, one 
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ladder truck, three auto hose trucks, nineteen pumpers; have an 
average of 9,162 feet of hose per city, with a per capita invest- 
ment of 2.58 and an average investment of $82,614.00. 


Group six consists of five cities in excess of 50,000 population 
with an average population of 63,143, average number of firemen 
seventy-six; equipped with four aerial trucks, seven ladder trucks, 
thirty-nine pumpers, averaging 15,750 feet of hose per city; per 
2apita investment $2.17, and an average investment of $136,900.00 


This gives us a summary of 158 cities and towns with a total 
population of 960,110, with a total of 3,029 volunteer firemen and 
728 paid firemen, or a total active fire force of 3,757. They aré 
equipped with nine aerial trucks, twenty-nine ladder trucks, fifty- 
nine auto hose trucks, 209 pumpers with a total pumping capacity 
of 149,700 gallons per minute, seventy-eight hand reels, 510,250 
feet of fire hose, and a total investment of $3,128,401.00, or a per 
capita investment of $3.25. This will give you a State average of 
6,080 population for every city and town with an investment of 
$19,800.00 and 3,229 feet of hose per city. All above figures are 
based on 1930 census and were gathered from the annual reports 
as made by your city clerks to the Insurance Department as of 
October, 1936, and your Statistician personally checked every re- 
port and listed equipment as reported and will be glad to furnish 
individual comparisons to any one desiring same while here or by 
mail from home. 


I find that in the first two groups the greatest difference in 
value and of equipment and feel that these groups might profit 
most by these figures. Their investments range from $700.00 to 
$28,000.00, and in checking their figures further I find that the 
cities with the most complete equipment show the lower fire loss 
on an average. I have heard of several pieces of equipment being 
purchased during this year, which is very gratifying, and may it 
continue until all of us are equipped with sufficient apparatus to 
properly handle our situation. 


You may ask what this has to do with the North Carolina 
Firemen’s Association. It is to show what your association has 
jone and is still attempting to do to awaken every city and town 
to the necessity of properly equipping their Fire Department with 
men and apparatus to hold that demon fire to the minimum and 
further preserve the property of our State and the lives of our 
loved ones. 

No greater investment can be made than that of providing 
your community with proper Fire Protection, as will be proven by 
the figures that I am now about to relate to you, showing what has 
already been accomplished with the progress that has been made. 
Through the personal.service of your men and the backing of your 
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people, this Great Old State of ours is now enjoying the lowest 
insurance rate of any State of the nine composing the Southeastern 
States. We have an average insurance rate of .80, with Virginia 
on one side with a rate of .83, South Carolina 1.09 and Tennessee 
.92. Men, this is not just a “happen-so”; it is due to the great 
work of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Association, which 
embodies every nook and corner of our State from the smallest 
village to the largest city, and the benefits of this lower rate is 
enjoyed by every citizen from the little man living on the side of 
the hill with just a bed to insure, to the largest property owner 
of our State. 


The average rate of the other eight States in this Southeastern 
Group is 1.00 compared with North Carolina’s .80, or a difference 
of .20 in each $100.00 of property insured in this State. This dif- 
ference alone saved your people the amazing sum of $2,474,652.00 
during the year 1936, which is a sufficient amount to operate every 
Fire Department in North Carolina one to two years. It would 
alone increase the entire Fire Fighting equipment of our State 
70%. If you will excuse one personal remark; should the insurance 
rates of my town be increased to the average mentioned above it 
would cost the citizens of my town $4,800.00, which would equal 
1/7 of our present tax levy and would operate our Fire Department 
for two years. 


These figures are given, not that we may have something 
about which to boast, but that you men may know, as most of you 
already do, that instead of being a liability to your individual com- 
munities, you are an operating asset, and that yearly you are 
Saving your city more money in reduced Fire Insurance premiums 
than is spent for the operation of your Department, not mention- 
ing the untold property and lives that are, and have been saved 
by your efforts, and that you may carry this back to your com- 
munities and officials and so educate them as to just what you 
are doing, and would like to do, and by such information make 
your citizenship more Fire-minded, and anxious to work with you 
in your efforts. If your equipment is below your requirements, the 
officials of your city may realize that the proper equipment for 
your department will not be a liability but an asset to the tax- 
payers, and will pay them a larger dividend on investment than I 
any other operating department in your city. Our State-wide in- 
surance rate will continue to drop only as we, as individual com- 
munities, so equip ourselves and continue to reduce the fire loss 
in our city, and by so doing secure for ourselves a lower rate which 
will reflect on the State-wide rate. 


I could not bring my remarks to a close without mentioning 
the names of Nine Towns of our Association that were on the 
Honor Roll for 1936 and congratulate them on their splendid rec- 
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ord. They are: Bryson City, Clayton, Franklin, Farmville, Jack- 
sonville, Murphy, Nashville and Rutherfordton. Other cities and 
towns have made wonderful records and many have only missed 
the Honor Roll by a small margin, several of our larger cities 
having had months without a fire loss. I say to you, one and all, 
I congratulate you on your wonderful record for the year. Greens- 
boro has been so busy during July preparing for your entertain- 
ment that they did not have time to answer. the fire alarms, so for 
July they were on the Honor Roll. Congratulations to Greensboro 
and Frank Shaw. 


And now in conclusion I believe that each of you will agree 
with me that we have a just cause to be happy and to say to one 
another, with a slap on the back, “Well done, thou good and faith- 
ful public servant; you have done a good job and should justly be 
proud of the Great Progress made by the North Carolina State 
Firemén’s Association THE GREATEST ORGANIZATION OF 
ITS KIND IN THE COUNTRY—,whose sole ambition is to better 
_ protect the lives and property of this, our GRAND OLD STATE; 

but let us be continually mindful that although the job has been 
and is being well done, that it is far from being complete, and that 
we should not lag in our endeavor, but be ever alert and keep the 
traces just a little tighter that we may improve ourselves in the 
methods of Fire Prevention and Fire Control and so guard our 
equipment that it may be sufficient and always ready, in order 
that we may be prepared, even if we cannot keep all fires from 
starting, that when one does begin, that it may be handled in the 
most efficient manner, and finally remember, my friends, that it 
is our business to continue to fight and perish that GREAT DE- 
MON, the destroyer of life and property, “THE RED DEVIL”. 
I thank you. 


R. A. JOYNER, Statistician. 
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CHIEF FLORA: Mr. President. 

THE PRESIDENT: Mr. Flora. 

CHIEF FLORA: For twenty years I have been listening to 
statisticians’ reports, and that is the best report I have ever heard 
read before this convention. I congratulate Mr. Joyner on his ex- 
cellent report, and I also congratulate you on the wonderful work 
you have done in keeping down this loss. 

(On motion, the statistician’s report was adopted.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: We shall now have the report of 
the Fire College and Drill School, by Sherwood Brockwell. 


STATE FIRE MARSHAL BROCKWELL: This world is a 
world of changes. The last time I went into this anteroom I heard 
some news. 

Years ago there was drawn into the fire service of North 
Carolina one of North Carolina’s noblemen. He was looked upon 
as one of the outstanding men in the State, and he became Insur- 
ance Commissioner. It was he who led the fight in 1917 to include 
in our Firemen’s Relief Fund the same one-half per cent on for- 
eign companies as applied to domestic companies. When our State 
Fire College and Drill School was started he was an important 
factor in the success of it, and he was awarded an honorary 
diploma. All of you who attended I believe learned to know and 
love that nobleman, Walker Taylor. I was in Wilmington a few 
weeks ago with your Secretary, and went to his office and 
extended him an invitation to attend this golden-jubilee meeting. 
Although he was under the care of a physician at the time, a light 
came into his eyes, and he said he hoped to be present. When I 
went to the hotel today at lunch I received this telegram: 


“Wilmington, N. C., August 10, 1937, 
ile: omeAee 
Sherwood Brockwell, 
N. C. State Firemen’s Convention, 
' Greensboro, N. C. 

Greetings and all good wishes for the best convention ever. 
Regret my inability to be present. Love and affection for each 
of you.

The sending of this telegram happens to be almost the last 
act Colonel Taylor performed on earth, because I have just heard 
that Colonel Walker Taylor died just a few minutes after sending 
this telegram. Mr. President, I move you, sir, that we all stand 
for a moment with bowed heads in respect to his memory and at 
a later time send some flowers and a note of sympathy to his 
family. 

(The members rose and stood in silence for a moment.)

MR. BROCKWELL: While talking of the Fire College, I ask 
the President to let me say that the Fire College and Drill School 
has now become a permanent part of the organization of the 
State. It has received wide recognition, and your committee has 
from time to time received requests for data to be used by other 
fire colleges and drill schools throughout the United States. The 
International Association of Fire Underwriters accorded it a high 
compliment. The splendid work of and cooperation between the 
Firemen’s Association, the Fire Chiefs’ Association, and the State 
Insurance Department resulted in a splendid school this year. At 
one time we had on the platform the Chief of the Philadelphia Fire 
Department, representing the largest department in the United 
States, the Chief of the Albany Fire Department, of Albany, Geor- 
gia, recognized as the leader of —————— departments through- 
out the United States, and the President of the Association of Fire 
Underwriters, whom we formed into a committee to ask questions. 
If you will take a roster of the fire chiefs throughout the State 
today, every city and town in the State of five thousand popula- 
tion and over has sent a representative to the Fire College and 
Drill School. There is not a city of over five thousand population 
in the State that has not had a representative in the Drill School. 
Next year we shall have methods that may be used by the smaller 


fire departments. 


I want to thank all who assisted us for making possible the 
excellent work done this year at the Fire College in Durham. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: You have heard Mr. Brockwell’s 
report on the Fire College and Drill School. What is your pleasure? 

(On motion, duly seconded, the report was adopted.) 

THE PRESIDENT: At this time I recognize Chief W. H. 
Palmer, President of the North Carolina Fire Chiefs’ Association, 
who will report for that organization at this time. 
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CHIEF W. H. PALMER, PRESIDENT, NORTH CAROLINA 
FIRE CHIEFS’ ASSOCIATION: Last year, in Raleigh, I was ap- 
pointed as a committee of one to organize the North Carolina Fire 
Chiefs’ Association. At that time I appointed the following di- 
rectors: J. R. Thomas, Frank W. Bennett, J. C. Worley, D. E. 
Shuford, Clyde Hildebrand. We have had during the year several 
meetings; one at Greensboro, when we called together as many 
chiefs as we could to set up a permanent organization. At: that 
time I was elected President of the Association; Chief Frank Shaw, 
of Greensboro, was elected Vice-President; and Mr. Sherwood 
Brockwell, of Raleigh, was elected Secretary and Treasurer. We 
held a meeting in October with the Sand Hills Association; and 
we also had one at Durham with Chief Bennett, one at Southern 
Pines, and one at Asheville. We have set up a permanent organ- 
ization and now have 133 members of this Association. 


I wish to thank the Directors of the Association and the 
chiefs who have taken part in this work for the wonderful coop- 
eration they have given me. We now have a permanent organiza- 
tion started and know that we are going somewhere. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: You have heard the report of the 
North Carolina Fire Chiefs’ Association. What will you do with it? 

(On motion, the report of the Fire Chiefs’ Association was 
adopted.) 

THE PRESIDENT: I recognize Secretary Miller. 


SECRETARY MILLER: I have a telegram here from George 
McNeill which I wish to read to you:

Many thanks for your fine letter of recent date. Cireum- 
stances over which I had no control prevent my attending the 
fiftieth convention of the NCFA, and I extremely regret the non- 
attendance of any of the McNeill family. I know you will have a 
great convention. Give my love to all the boys. 

George McNeil.” 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: The minutes of the 1936 conven- 
tion have been passed out. Are you ready to approve these min- 
utes? 

CHIEF JOYNER: Mr. President, I move that the minutes 
be approved. 


(This motion was duly seconded and, on being voted upon, was 
carried.) 
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SECRETARY MILLER: The Credentials Committee is ready 

to report the towns that did not answer the roll call. If you will 

permit that to be done, Mr. President, they will now be read, and 

those towns will have an opportunity tomorrow morning early to 

answer again. Otherwise the roll call will be closed. Do you permit 
that to be done? 


THE PRESIDENT: Yes, sir. 

(Mr. J. H. Bailey, of the Credentials Committee, gave a report 
of the departments not answering to roll call.) 

THE PRESIDENT: We come now to unfinished business. Is 
there anything you wish to bring up? 


A MEMBER: I move that the Secretary write a letter to the 
family of Golonel Walker Taylor, expressing our sympathy, and 
also that a floral wreath be sent from the Association. 

(This motion was adopted.) 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time I recognize Mr. Sher- 
wood Brockwell. 

FIRE MARSHAL BROCKWELL: Possibly a lot of you have 
realized that you have not received your checks from the State 
Insurance Department for this year. Unless the death of Colonel 
Walker Taylor complicates matters, the Insurance Commissioner, 
Mr. Boney, will be here tomorrow and will explain matters to you. 


Chief Shaw asked me to make this announcement to you. I 
sincerely believe that, even if we do not consider the beauty of 
the memorial service or the amount of work involved in putting it 
on, it would be necessary for every man calling himself a fireman 
to be present at the service tomorrow morning. I wish to urge 
each and every one of you to be there. 


All of you are invited to the jamboree to be held at the 
stadium tonight. There will be no meeting tonight. Immediately 
after the memorial service tomorrow will come the election of of- 
ficers and other business. It is necessary for you to give thought 
to the election of the proper officers to carry on the work of this 


Association. 


The memorial service tomorrow morning will be so beautiful 


that it will give you an impulse to applaud, but please remember 
that it is a solemn ceremony and do not applaud. However beau- 
tiful it is, and no matter how it makes you feel, please refrain from 
applauding. | 

THE PRESIDENT: I recognize Secretary Miller. 


SECRETARY MILLER: It is necessary to complete the list 
of those who have died during the year. Sometimes firemen in the 
State die of whose deaths we do not get any report. I will read 
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. you the list of names I have, and if there are any members of 
your departments whose names are not included please inform me 
of that fact after this session.- (Mr. Miller then read the list of 
names of deceased members.) 


SECRETARY MILLER: I was in conference during the noon 
hour with Mr. Dan Boney, State Insurance Commissioner. He tells 
me that he has about forty checks for your departments that he 
has not been able to send out for the reason that he has not re- 
ceived notice that your premium has been paid. He suggested that 
the chiefs take up the matted with the local agents and have the 
bond executed on a blank which is renewable from year to year. 
He asked me to request you to see your treasurer when you go 
home and ask him to have your insurance company use that kind 
of blank. Then the burden is not on you to send the renewal- 
premium receipt in but is on the insurance company to notify Mr. 
Boney’s office. In that way this situation will be relieved. He is 
anxious to send these checks to you. I know how it is. Our treas- 
urer is in Europe and has been there since sometime in June. Mr. 
Boney is holding up our checks, and I don’t blame him. It is his 
duty to do so. But if you have your treasurer use that blank, then 
the insurance company will notify Mr. Boney. 

CHIEF W. H. PALMER: Mr. President. 

THE PRESIDENT: I recognize Chief Palmer. 


CHIEF PALMER: All you men who have been host from 
time to time of the State Firemen’s Association know how hard 
it is to raise funds for putting on an entertainment suitable for 
the firemen of this State. In other organizations it is necessary to 
pay a fee upon registerign at a convention. The State Firemen’s 
Association has never charged a fee, but the time has come when 
it is necessary in order to receive invitations from the smaller 
towns. It was suggested that I bring before you a recommenda- 
tion from the Chiefs’ Association that each fireman attending the 
convention in any city pay one dollar upon registering, which will 
go to the local entertainment of the firemen who register. In other 
words, if a fireman attends the convention and does not register, 
he does not go to the dance and does not go to the banquet. Of 


course, that is a very small amount to pay for a good dance and a 
good feed. 


They asked me to present this to you for your consideration 
here today. That is all I have to say, but I should like to hear 
this proposal discussed. 

MR. BROCKWELL:

on yesterday; but, as it is a rule of the

Firemen’s Association, it is brought before you now. I suggest that 
we take no vote on the matter this afternoon but come back to- 
morrow prepared to vote on it. That will give you opportunity to 
talk with each other and discuss it with your brother delegates and, 
if necessary, with your chief. In that way we shall not take snap 
action, but whatever action we take will be after due consideration. 


There is an old adage: “Fools rush in where angels fear to 
tread.” I believe if the firemen of North Carolina take time to 
consider they will never take any action that is unfair. I want you 
to do what is fair to you and fair to the cities and towns that 
undertake to entertain you. I suggest, Mr. President, that we let 
this matter go over until tomorrow morning. 

CHIEF FRANK W. BENNETT: If there is no further busi- 
ness at this time, I should like to move that this convention adjourn 
out of respect to Colonel Walker Taylor, of Wilmington, who was 
one of our loyal friends. 

(This motion was seconded and carried.) 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: The convention will now adjourn 
in memory of Colonel Walker Taylor. 

(Whereupon the meeting adjourned, at 4:35 o’clock p. m.)

Invocation 


REVEREND J. ELWOOD CARROLL, Pastor, Grace Methodist 
Protestant Church, Greensboro: May we stand for the invocation, 
please. 

Let us pray. Lord God of Hosts, be with us yet; be with us 
yet, lest we forget. We come this morning in this service, our 
Heavenly Father, to pay tribue to our brothers who have fallen in 
the cause. Help us this morning, above all things else, that we 
may call to remembrance the excellent lives that they lived in our 
mist of progress, of service, of helpfulness, and of unselfishness for 
the benefit of their fellow men. Our hearts go out to Thee, our 
Heavenly Father, in gratitude for all the natural blessings of life. 
Thou dost send Thy rain upon the good and the bad, and likewise 
Thy sun dost rise upon the just and the unjust. For all the mani- 
fold blessings of life, our Heavenly Father, we give Thee thanks; 
but most of all, this morning, we would give Thee gratitude for 
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those finer blessings of life—the privilege of association one with 
the other and, most of all, the privilege of association with Thee, 
our God. So we thank Thee, our Father, for the men who conceiv- 
ed this organization fifty years ago, some of them still living in 
our city. Bless every member of the Firemen’s Association through- 
out this State, those who are in attendance here and those who are 
at home sacrificing that those who have come here might attend. 
Bless their loved ones at home. Bless those who are to take part 
in this service. Above all else, let the spirit of sacrifice of Thy Son 
Jesus, Who laid down His life for us, be real in our hearts, as 
this spirit of sacrifice was in our brothers when they laid down 
their lives for the saving of others’ lives. Give us that courage, 
Father, which makes us worthy of the name of firemen, worthy 
of the name of Christian, and we shall give Thee praise through the 
Spirit of Christ. We ask it in His name. Amen. 


(The First Presbyterian Church Mixed Quartet, consisting of 
Mrs. E. C. Caldwell, Mrs. R. Dewey Farrell, Mr. Ralph Hodgkins, 
and Mr. Fred Phipps, sang a hymn.) 


(The Reverend R. Murphy Williams, Pastor of the Church of 
The Covenant, read the Twenty-third Psalm.) 

(Miss M. Louise Brockwell, accompanied at the piano by Miss 
Mary Brockwell, sang “I Tell You They Have Not Died’’.) 


(The roll of the deceased members was called by Secretary 
Miller , each name being called three times, and President Holland 
responding “Dead’’.) 

(The quartet then sang “Lead, Kindly Light’, after which a 
bugler played Taps.) 

(The Reverend C. E. Fritz, Pastor of the First Lutheran 
Church, Greensboro, made the following address:) 


“A FIREMAN’S LAST ORDERS” 
(St. Luke 7:14) 


Members of the State Firemen in Convention and Friends: 


I deem it an honor to be a means through whom God may 
speak to you this day on your Fiftieth Anniversary of the Fire- 
men’s Organization and to rejoice in the memory of those who 
have given their lives in fire-conquering and in fire prevention and 
who have been called while in this service. I say I rejoice with 
you in their memory, because we want to think of those qualities 
that make men in any field and without which a man’s business, 
calling or profession is of little consequence. 


This is a Christian Memoria] Service in which we step beyond 
the mere classification of Firemen. Just because those in whose 
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honor we gather were firemen is no comfort or assurance to us 
that they are saved. Just because I am a Pastor is no certification 
of my Salvation. Just because you are firemen does not merit for 
you Everlasting Life. That is why I call upon you to think of 
that which is more vital than just being firemen, important though 
it be. I want to lead you to Him whose last orders are of Eternal 
consequence and which not only quench the possibility of an Eter- 
nal burning, but bring deliverance, safety and Eternal joy to all 
who are in a position to obey His orders. A fireman’s last orders 
—“I say unto thee, arise.’ 


“We brought nothing into this world and it is certain that we 
can carry nothing out.” Our birth and our death are common de- 
nominators in our rating—we come in and we go out the same— 
as far as our material possessions are concerned. But there may 
be a great difference in our Spiritual possessions. We are all 
conceived and born in sin, but when we go out, to some the Great 
Judge will say, “Arise,” and to others, “Depart.” Here should rest 
our major interest as we think not alone of those already gone, 
but of all those who are alive and await in faith our Lord’s last 
command. 


The last orders are given because of Christ’s Compassion. As 
Jesus approached the City of Nain His eyes fell upon a funeral 
procession—a poor widow who had lost her only son, her only de- 
pendence and hope of sustenance. A surge of intense feeling must 
have risen within Him as He thought of the suffering visited upon 
homes because of sin. With greater certainty His power was felt, 
the need was so plainly seen and His determination to meet and 
overcome His enemy and save His people came from a love that 
was unbounded. 


How many and terrible are the sufferings; how limited are 
the means, the resources of the natural man in coping with the 
problems of our earthly life. How crude and hopeless seems the 
bucket brigade, the hand pumps, the leather hose, the volunteer 
firemen to cope with your problems today, especially in crowded 
cities. It has been so in many fields in the past. But through 
study, inventions, necessity, there has come a new day in a pro- 
gram of prevention, safety and the application of common sense 
in your approach and dealing with your problems. All through 
God’s dealing with His people, in every crisis, in every need and 
hope, He has not only promised to be present, but has been equal 
to every demand made of Him on every occasion. He has never 
failed, therefore, we can trust Him. Jesus had compassion on the 
widow in her distress and He ministered unto her beyond all ex- 
pectation. His compassion has also become the consolation of the 
Fireman’s widow and his‘ children and you. 
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In the second place the orders are issued, because Jesus is the 
antagonist of Death. There is something very dramatic in Christ’s 
meeting this funeral procession. Death had taken its toll and left 
sorrow and privation. What medical skill there was had failed. 
What assistance neighbors were willing to give was of no avail. 
“Man’s extremity is God’s opportunity.” How many times you 
have used the pullmoter and failed! How often the hand of the 
physician did not save the life! So frequently the desires of dear 
ones were met with disappointment and they were forced to bid 
farewell. 


Then for Jesus, the conqueror of death, to appear must have 
brought indescribable joy. Jesus placed His hand on the casket to 
stop the march of death and sorrow. Death, the threat of it—the 
evidence of the dying process that is constantly about us and that 
breeds over us, taking away laughter, breaking the body that was ~ 
once strong and separating dear ones. When we have labored and 
sacrified to prepare for life, we are confronted with death. You 
have seen comparatively young firemen, well prepared, married, 
hopeful, eager and brave, only to lose their life. 


This is hideous and we are perplexed and ask, why? So the 
poor widow must have asked why it must be her son, only to hear 
the words of Jesus: “Weep not.” ... “In my Father’s House are 
many Mansions, and if it were not so I would have told you. I 
go to prepare a place for you, and if I go and prepare a place for 
you, I will come again and receive you unto myself, that where I 
am there ye may be also.” 


Because of His compassion and because He is the Antagonist 
of death Jesus issued the last orders to this widow’s son, to fire- 
men and to all who believe—“Young man, I say unto thee, arise.” 
In most extremities of life there comes a way out. When the 
widow’s heart was crushed and the picture of her future welfare 
was darkest, Jesus overcame death and restored to her her son. 
Thus Jesus manifested Himself as the Son of God, with power over 
man’s greatest enemy, death, and making it a doorway to life and 
joy. Thus, when all else fails, there remains our greatest Friend. 


The best way to memorialize the firemen who have gone on 
before is to preserve those higher principles, to project the faith 
of the faithful, and hand it down to the generations to come. Men 
are great as they draw their greatness from God. Men are worthy 
to be remembered who have made Christ their Saviour. 


About 10:30 a. m. in Brooklyn, N. Y., a young mother laid 
her baby in the crib for his morning nap. Quickly she hastened 
to the store around the corner to purchase a few groceries for lunch. 
Just as she was coming out of the store the fire engine passed by. 
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Reaching the corner she observed that the tenement house in which 
she lived was burning. She rushed to the chief and cried, “My 
child is in that building!” The chief said no man dared go, it would 
mean death. She appealed, but of no avail. One of the firemen, 
busy, yet heard her and said to the chief, “I have a child and I 
can understand, how I would expect some one to go—I will go at 
the risk of my life.” The chief warned him again, but he hastened 
up the stairway. He found the child in the opposite room. When he 
started back he saw that the sairway had fallen and there was no 
way out. He-called to the men below to stretch the net. They did 
and he threw the child through the window, but he perished. 
Twenty years later a man was walking through a cemetery in 
Brooklyn. He saw a young girl placing a wreath at the foot of the 
statue of a fireman. He asked, “Is your father buried here?” She 
replied, “No.” He asked, “Is it your brother, or a relative?” She 
answered, “No.” The young girl then said, “Here lies the body 
of the man who gave his life for me.” 


How often this is true within your observation: Firemen give 
their lives in delivering others. This is beautiful and commend- 
able. But Jesus, who gave His life upon the Cross, delivers not 
one, but—‘“‘Whosoever believeth in Him shall not perish but have 
everlasting life.” The greatest tribute that we can pay any, man 
_ is, when we can say of him that he believed. It is faith in Jesus 
Christ that enables a fireman, or any other man, to respond to 
Christ’s last orders: “I say unto thee, arise.’ Amen. 


(The quartet sang: “Father, again to Thy dear name we raise, 
With one accord, our parting hymn of praise.”’) 

(The Reverend J. Elwood Carroll pronounced the benediction: 
“May the Lord bless thee and keep thee; the Lord make His face 
to shine upon thee and be gracious unto thee; may the Lord lift 
up His countenance upon thee and give thee peace, both now and 
evermore. Amen.”) 

(The memorial session then adjourned.)

Business Session 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Come to order, please. 


At this time I recognize Chief Foster, of the Norfolk Navy 
Yard Fire Department, for a brief talk. 


CHIEF R. A. FOSTER, Navy Yard Fire Department, Nor- 
folk, Va.: Mr. President, members .of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, and friends, I look back this morning to a 
meeting in this very room. That memorial service this morning 
brought back recollections of some of our esteemed firemen who 
have left us and gone on another call. I want to say to you that 
it is an extreme pleasure to come back and meet with you. I bring 
you greetings from your sister state of Virginia, from our meet- 
ing now being held in Charlottesville. I was instructed yesterday 
to bring their greetings to your golden jubilee. You have gone 
many miles in the fifty years. You have outstripped us in Vir- 
ginia in many ways. You have had leaders who have seen to it 
that you have gotten recognition for your State. We in Virginia 
are not so fortunate. While an imaginary line divides the Old 
North State from Virginia, we feel that we are brothers; and we 
are brothers. We speak the same language; our hearts beat as 
one; and my friend Miller says we smell just alike. (Laughter.) 
That is true in many ways, that we smell just alike. We enjoy the 
aroma of the tobacco which grows in the two states. The odor 
of that, coming from the warehouses, didnot change at all as my 
train passed from Virginia into North Carolina. 


Your President told me that you have a very busy meeting 
and have many things to crowd into a short space of time. There- 
fore, I shall cut my talk short, just wishing you all the success 
any human beings can have. I trust you will enjoy this conven- 
tion as much as I have enjoyed it. (Applause.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I now call for a report from the 
Parade Committee. 


MR. J. C. MINHINETTE, Chairman, Parade Committee: We 
are going to have a parade this afternoon. I feel much like the 
Irish sergeant who was called up to receive a decoration from the 
king for destroying single-handed a machine-gun nest. The king 
asked: “How did you do it?” Pat became befuddled and stam- 
mered: “Faith and b’ jabbers, your majesty, I just surrounded 
them.” So we are going to try to surround you this afternoon. 
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We have a number of National Guard officers who are going to 
form the parade; and it is going to move at four o’clock, whether 
there is one truck there or a hundred, because after that we have 
the barbecue. 


There is one thing I want to explain to the convention which 
I think will clear things up. Greensboro ordinarily would come in 
at the end of the line. If, however, I should put Greensboro’s 
equipment at the end of the line and there should be a major fire 
alarm it would be very hard to cut Greensboro out. Therefore, I 
am putting it at the head of the line, with the new equipment; and 
if there should be a major fire alarm we can cut Greensboro out 
and the others can go on. 


Don’t get excited. Don’t run around trying to find out where 
you will go in the line get into your unit and I will have men there 
to show you where to go. (Applause.) 


THE PRESIDENT: I recognize Secretary Miller. 

SECRETARY MILLER: Mr. President, yesterday afternoon 
the time was extended for the final roll call. I now ask Mr. Bailey, 
of the Asheville Department, Secretary of the Credentials Com- 
mittee, to call the roll of towns that have not answered, and eall it 
slowly, so that the Committee can make the necessary entries. 


(The roll was then called.) 


MR. MILLER: Mr. Chairman, I had a letter from the City 
Clerk of Warrenton. Warrenton is served by practically a colored 
company. They have one or two or three white firemen there, I 
think, including a chief. That was occasioned by my going there 
and telling them that is a very responsible position and that they 
ought to have a white man in charge. That resulted in their ap- 
pointing a white man as chief, and they have two other white fire- 
men; the rest are colored. I have a letter asking me to represent 
them at this convention. I have no authority to represent them, 
oe whatever you desire to do about that will be noted on this roll 
call. 

A MEMBER: I move that Mr. Miller be accepted as the rep- 


resentative from Warrenton. (This motion was duly seconded and 
was adopted.) 


SECRETARY MILLER: There may be others here who were 


not registered yesterday—chiefs or assistant chiefs or superintend- 
ents of waterworks or city electricians. 


CHIEF BENNETT: The City Electrician of Durham is here. 
I should like to have him come up and register. 


SECRETARY MILLER: We will register him. 
A MEMBER: Mr. President, I move that the roll call of this 
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convention be adopted as the report of the Credentials Committee. 
(Motion seconded and carried.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time I recognize Chief 
Palmer, of Charlotte. 


CHIEF PALMER: Mr. President, a few minutes ago there 
was presented to this convention a man from outside the State of 
North Carolina. This man has been an attendant at this conven- 
tion for a number of years and also at the Fire College. He needs 
no introduction to the older members, but some of the younger 
ones may not know him. I should like to see this man honored by 
being made an honorary member of this Association. I move that 
Chief R. A. Foster be so elected. 


(This motion was duly seconded and was adopted.) 
PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I recognize Chief Foster. 


MR. R. A. FOSTER: Mr. President and brother firemen, I 
feel highly honored by this action you have just taken, but I have 
felt for years that I am a member of this Association, whether 
honorary or “ornery”. (Applause.) We have associated so much 
together that I feel no difference between Virginia and North 
Carolina. I think I have been in every town and hamlet in your 
State, and I see no difference between us. I have been on the floor 
with this locksmith and gunsmith (Mr. Brockwell) in our conven- 
tions for a good many years, and I find that we think alike and 
feel alike and talk alike. 


The depression came along and interrupted us in a good many 
things. In our Southeastern conventions we found that North 
Carolina was not represented among us. We hope that in the fu- 
ture some of you from North Carolina will be present. Two of your 
distinguished North Carolinians were present at Albany, Georgia, 
last year. We elected one of them vice-president last year, and 
we hope you will cooperate with him and vote to bring it back up 
north, because traveling expenses are mighty heavy when you have 
to go so far south. 

MR. BROCKWELL: If you have not taken official action on 
that motion to make Roscoe Foster an honorary member, I should 
like to offer an amendment. For a long time Red Gaither and I 
have held the honor of being the two best-looking men in the con- 
vention. I should like to amend the motion to provide that he be 
not allowed to compete with us for that honor. (Laughter ) 


CHIEF PALMER: Mr. President, this Association has so 
far elected only one lady to honorary membership. We have, how- 
ever, repeatedly called upon two young ladies to assist us In our 
memorial services, and I should like to propose them for honorary 
membership—Miss Louise Brockwell and Miss Mary Brockwell, of 
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Raleigh. I move that they be elected to honorary membership in 
this organization. 
(This motion received several seconds and was adopted.) 


SECRETARY MILLER: I should like at this time to read 
the list of honorary members and have you correct any errors or 
omissions in it. (Mr. Miller then read the said list, and a member 
stated that B. J. Swinson, of Charlotte, is dead.) 


MR. BROCKWELL: There are two names left off there, I 
take it because both persons are dead. They are Colonel James 
R. Young, of Raleigh, at one time Insurance Commissioner of 
North Carolina and a very enthusiastic member, and Colonel 
Walker Taylor, of Wilmington, who is also dead. 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I recognize Chief Palmer of Char- 
lotte. 

CHIEF PALMER: Gentlemen, there was left over from yes- 
terday the matter of requiring delegates who register at our con- 
vention to pay a fee. Someone asked me last night if it is a new 
assessment plan. Fellows, it is just a matter of those delegates 
who register for the convention paying a small registration fee to 
aid in meeting the expenses. I hope you will discuss it thoroughly. 


CHIEF FRANK W. BENNETT, Durham: I should like to 
say a word on that. That was discussed at the fire chiefs’ meet- 
ing on Monday and unanimously passed by them. Of course, noth- 
ing will be done unless this organization approves it. I am a mem- 
ber of several organizations, and all have a registration fee for 
the convention. The many derived from the registration fees will 
be turned over to the city entertaining us; the city collects it. I 
might say that it is quite a drain upon any of the smaller towns 
to entertain us. The larger towns, like Charlotte, Asheville, 
Greensboro, Winston-Salem ,and so forth, probably do not need it; 
but the smaller towns do if they hope to have us meet there. 


Rk. A. JOYNER. Farmville: Representing one hundred or 
more of the smaller towns of the State, I wish to say that we have 
from our smaller towns many men who have been enjoying the 
hospitality of Greensboro and of other towns in the past. These 
men would like to do their part. There are many of these smaller 
towns that find themselves slipping, and it would do them a world 
of good to have the convention go there. To get the matter before 
the house, I move that there be charged to each delegate a regis- 
tration fee of one dollar, the funds derived from such fees to be 
paid to the city or town entertaining the convention, ladies to be 
registered free, 

MR. BROCKWELL:. Mr. President, I swore on two occasions 
I would never open my mouth on this subject, but I am going to 
Say something. I am reminded often of how far down-in the dol- 
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drums the Raleigh Fire Department was in 1902. That year the 
officers of the Association could not get an invitation, and they 
came to Raleigh and prevailed upon Mr. Lumsden, then Chief of 
the Fire Department, to take the convention. Right then and there 
a new spirit was born in the Raleigh Fire Department, and it has 
progressed ever since. The next year it went to Durham, and the 
same thing happened. If there is any object in the firemen of 
North Carolina getting together year after year it is to promul- 
gate the principles of this Association; and, to get right down to 
it, it is a matter of education. One of the greatest losses this 
State ever sustained in educational matters was the death of Ed- 
ward Kidder Graham, the youngest man ever elected President of 
the University of North Carolina, who died of influenza. One of 
the best things he ever said was that up to his time the State had 
undertaken to send a few favored young men to the University 
but if he lived it was his aim to make it open to every young man 
of the State. Now, if there is anything we ought to do today, we 
ought to make it possible to take this convention away from the 
seven or eight fortunate cities in North Carolina and take it into 
the far corners of the State. In order to do that we must be ob- 
soluely fair with ourselves, because once this Association goes 
down as having done something unfair to any man in it then it is 
doomed. I want to leave with you one thought. If it is worth a 
dollar ‘to you to pay your own way and to let the benefits of this 
meeting be extended to the smaller towns of the State, then vote 
for the registration fee. But if the convention is not worth a dol- 
lar to you, then we will continue in the future to meet in the seven 
or eight cities that can raise the money. If a small town or city 
wants and asks for the benefit of the Association through its con- 
vention, let’s be free to go wherever we think it is best. In order 
to let this Association spread its benefits to the far corners of 
North Carolina, I am going to support Chief Joyner’s motion, and 
I wish to second that motion. 


CHIEF JOHN H. HOLMES, Winston-Salem: I am going to 
say something that may be unethical. We men have to pay to 
belong to the Association. We have to pay to belong to the 
chiefs’ association. You put a dollar on for this and a dollar on 
for something else. I am going to ask Mr. Miller how many mem- 
bers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund dropped out dur- 
ing the depression because they could not pay that dollar. I am 
not opposed to it, but I am speaking for the convention. Psay, if 


ing to have to pay a dollar for the convention, cut out 


you are gol 
the entertainment feature of it and let them come here and have 


the convention and not pay the dollar. I am like Mr. Brockwell, 
but he has changed his mind. It is the most unprecedented thing 
in the convention that a man has to pay a dollar to put his name 
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on the registration book. 

CHIEF BENNETT: May I say a word? I brought this mat- 
ter up, and I had no thought of making things better for Dur- 
ham. We have entertained you in Durham without your paying 
anything. Whether you were entertained or not I do not know; 
that is up to you. I do happen to be from one of the larger cities 
in North Carolina, but we were interested in our sister towns and 
cities that are smaller than we are, That was the sole thought in 
our minds and the one brought up by most of the chiefs in the 
meeting. I am a member of several organizations, and we do 
have to pay a registration fee. If you put it over it will be all 
right; but if you don’t, as George McNeill used to say, l‘am a 
Democrat, and anything the crowd does will be all right. 
(Applause.) 

CHIEF J. E. JONES, Ayden: I am from one of the smaller 
towns. Possibly all men feel as I do. When I went to my board of 
aldermen and asked them to pay my expenses this week I told 
them I was coming whether they paid the expenses or not. I al- 
ways look forward to coming. Speaking for my town, I feel they 
would be heartily in favor of paying a dollar each for their dele- 
gates. We can not hope to entertain this convention, because our 
housing capacity would not permit us to do so, but I am heartily 
in favor of this motion. 


THE PRESIDENT: Is there any further discussion? 
(President Holland then called for a vote, and the motion was 
adopted without a dissenting voice.) 


SECRETARY MILLER: You have placed upon the officers 
of your Association the responsibility of issuing warrants. We 
deeply appreciate that honor, and we take the responsibility. What 
I am going to say to you now I have not discussed with a single 
official or with a single member of this organization. I have been 
very much interested in the success of the organization, the ma- 
terial as well as the membership side of it. It has been my pur- 
pose all the time to scrutinize carefully, before warrants are is- 
sued, the necessity for issuing such warrants and to see that the 
claim is a just one. Many years ago this organization went upon 
record by resolution authorizing the officers of this Association to 
issue to the chief of the convention city a check for $500 for en- 
tertainment. I am offering this resolution, and if I get a second 
to it I want to tell you why I am offering it: “Resolved that, since 
the registration fee is in force, this Association from this time on 
do not appropriate the five hundred dollars that has been appro- 
priated in previous years to the cities entertaining us.” 

(This motion received Several seconds.) 


THE PRESIDENT: Will you explain, Mr. Miller? 
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SECRETARY MILLER: It does not make any difference to 


me. I made the motion in good faith. If you want to pass it now 
or want to kill it or want to think about it for twelve months, it 
will be all right with me. I do not know whether eight hundred 
members will go to the next convention or five hundred or twelve 
hundred, but if eight hundred go the city entertaining us will re- 
ceive eight hundred dollars. Then if this five hundred dollars is 
also paid to the city that will be, in effect, double taxation. We 
are taking a dollar from you firemen and also giving five hundred 
dollars from the funds of the Association. We can use that five 
hundred dollars for something better for our Association, some- 
thing better for you. I want to do what you want, but I thought 
you ought to know about this. 


CHIEF BENNETT: Fellows, I want to ask your pardon for 
getting up here so much, but it is a free meeting, and we all have 
a right to expression. Here is a point that was brought up by 
some of the chiefs from the smaller towns. They said: “Let’s not 
make it one dollar; let’s make it two or three.” If we take away 
this five hundred dollars from the State Association, why this 
proposition we have passed here will not amount to a hill of beans. 
(Applause.) If we have other things to do in an educational way, 
this Association has the authority to appropriate additional funds. 
I say if a few dollars out of our funds will train the firemen bet- 
ter and improve the Association, let’s spend it. 


A MEMBER: I was heartily in favor of the registration 
fee, but I am opposed to this motion. I think it is blowing hot and 
cold at the same time. I think it is taking away from the small- 
er towns their chance to have the convention. 

A MEMBER: I move to table Mr. Miller’s motion. 

(The motion to table was adopted.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Is there any unfinished business 
remaining? If not we come to the election of officers. Nomina- 


tions for president are in order. 


MR. HILDEBRAND: Mr. President, the man I want to 
speak of is mayor of the town, chairman of the board of alder- 
men, and fire chief. I want to propose to you your Vice-President, 
Chief Jerome B. Flora of Elizabeth City, as president for our 
Association for this next year. I nominate Chief Flora. 
ded. On motion, the nominations

(This nomination was secon 
were closed, and the Secretary was 
ballot of the Association for Chief 
Secretary did.) (Cries of “Fiora”.) 


CHIEF FLORA: Gentlemen of the convention, there comes 
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a time in all our lives when we can not express the emotions that 
arise within us. This is one of the times when I should like to be 
able to describe to you, with the rhetorical force of the famed or- 
ators of old, my sincere appreciation of the high honor that you 
have conferred upon me. Words are inadequate to express my-deep 
appreciation. To be chosen as the representative of any group of 
people is an honor, and to be chosen as the representative of the 
firemen of North Carolina is an honor so high that there are no 
words to describe it. There is also a responsibility, a deep re- 
sponsibility, which I gladly assume. We have one of the greatest 
organizations of North Carolina, four thousand strong. In it we 
have all sorts and conditions of men. But with us there is no 
Hast, no West; there is no paid fire department and no volunteer 
fire department. We are firemen—firemen bound together by fra- 
ternalism, by the desire for community good. You are not only 
part of the city government, but you are’a civic club ranking with 
the Rotary, Kiwanis, and other clubs. You have a power that you 
can exert to do much for your city, to do much for your State. 


There is an election next year for choosing representatives in 
the General Assembly. You can do much good by participating in 
that election, though I do not mean for you to get into partisan 
politics. Your city pays six cents a gallon tax on every gallon of 
gasoline that you use in your city fire trucks on your city streets, 
to protect the property of your citizens. It is an outrage. (Ap- 
plause.) I hope you will work to remove that tax and for the 
good of this Association. (Applause.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Next in order are nominations for 
vice-president. 

CHIEF BENNETT: I want to nominate the gentleman who 
nominated Chief Flora and who made such a glorious run in Ral- 
eigh and accepted defeat so graciously. Fellows, you all know 
Clyde Hildebrand. I should like to put in nomination Clyde Hil- 
debrand, of Canton. 

(This nomination was seconded.) 

CHIEF PALMER: I should like to place in nomination a 
young man who has been attending these meetings for a long 
time, and who has taken an active part. He has a wonderful fire 
department. I nominate Mr. Donald Shuford, of Hickory. 


(Nomination seconded. A motion was affered that the nom- 
inations be closed, which motion was adopted.) 

MR. SHUFORD: Mr. President. 

PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I recognize Mr. Shuford. 

MR. SHUFORD: Mr. President, while I deeply appreciate 


the honor of being nominated to this high office, I still feel that 
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possibly my friend Palmer made a mistake at this time. I am for 
anything for the good of this Association, and I think harmony is 
the biggest thing. I should like to withdraw my nomination and 
make a motion that we elect my good friend from Canton as vice- 
president by acclamation. (Applause.) 


CHIEF PALMER: Owing to the fact that Chief Shuford 
does not care to run, I withdraw my nomination. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: There is- a motion before the 
house that Clyde Hildebrand be unanimously elected vice-president 
of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. All in favor 
say aye. (Chorus of “Ayes”.) Those opposed say no. (No dissent- 
ing votes.) The ayes have it, and I declare Mr. Hildebrand 
elected. 

(Mr. Shuford escorted Mr. Hildebrand to the platform.) 


CHIEF BENNETT: Fellows, there are two friends. Let’s 
give Shuford a rising vote of appreciation. (This was done.) 


MR. HILDEBRAND: Friends, I don’t know what to say. 
My vocabulary does not contain words sufficient to express my 
feelings at this time. The spirit that prevails in this kind of 
convention, as manifested by Shuford, is something fine. I have 
received honors in other organizations, but I have never re- 
_ ceived ‘any that I appreciated so much as this honor you have con- 
ferred upon me this morning and what my friend Shufor dhas 
done. Suppose one of you were ‘in a strange town this morning 
and were in hard luck and went to the pastor of some church. I 
don’t want to say anything against any ehurch, but I bet you that 
when you put up your proposition to him he would say: “T will 
see what we can do.” You might go to the head of a fraternal 
organization, and the same thing would happen. But if you go to 
one of your brothers in the fire department and tell him, he will 
take you by the arm and say: “We will get it done.” (Applause.) 
So I want you to support Chief Flora in everything he undertakes 
for the good of the Association. 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: Next in order are nominations for 
secretary. ; 

MR. PRESS HARPER, Kinston: Mr. President, I am going 
to ask this convention to vote to suspend the rules and to re-elect 
the incumbents of the three other offices—the secreary, the treas- 
urer, and the statistician—by a rising vote. I make that motion. 

(This motion was seconded and when put to vote was adopted 


with applause.) 
_ PRESIDENT HOLLAND: I now recognize Chief Shaw, of 


Greensboro. 
CHIEF SHAW: Mr. President and gentlemen, my dream has 
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come true. I sat in the 1927 convention and hoped that I might 
live to see another convention come to Greensboro. 


There is only one thing I have to say as to finances. That 
matter has not worried us in the least, but I am glad you have. 
taken the action you did, for the sake of the smaller towns. I 
hope you will help us spend what. we have before you go home. 
(Laughter.) The convention is over now, and the fun and the 
entertainment are starting, and I hope you will help us carry out 
the plans we have laid before you on your program. This pro- 
gram, we think, is just a little souvenir of the golden jubilee. 
Perhaps it does not look like much, but you can just say that Frank 
Shaw got a few headaches in preparing it. I hope you will take 
your copy home as a memento of this golden jubilee. We still have 
a few left. We had four thousand printed. They are going into 
the library here and into other libraries in the State, and I have 
mailed them all over the United States and into Canada and Cuba. 


This afternoon we are going to have the parade. Then if 
somebody does not go to the picnic and help eat up that food we 
shall have it left on our hands. I hope you will go yourself and 
take with you your mother, your son, your wife, your sweetheart, 
or whoever is with you. We hope you will go out to the picnic 
and go tonight to the Winter Garden. The races, of course, will 
take place tomorrow. Everything else is in this book, which I 
want you to take home with you. I thank you. (Applause.) 


PRESIDENT HOLLAND: At this time it is my pleasure to 
turn this gavel over to the newly elected president. Chief Flora, 
I hope you will use it with the same pleasure with which I have 
served the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association as its pre- 
siding officer. 

A MEMBER. Before we adjourn, I should like to see every 
man of this organization express his gratitude to Frank Shaw, 
in addition to the formal resolution of thanks. 


PRESIDENT FLORA: That requires no motion. All rise. 

(The members of the convention rose and applauded.) 

MR. FOSTER: Mr. President. 

THE PRESIDENT: Chief Foster, 

CHIEF FOSTER: I want to say something for the State of 
North Carolina. If a steam roller ever worked any more smoothly 
than your convention has this morning in conducting your busi- 
ness, I say glory be to the mechanic behind the wheels. 


MR. ALBERT JOWDY, New Bern: I request that Chief 
Palmer, of Charlotte, be recognized. ‘ 


THE PRESIDENT: I recognize Chief Palmer. 
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CHIEF PALMER: On the way down from the memorial 
service this morning my friend Charlie was talking about the won- 
derful work the North Carolina Firemen’s Association has done 
for the preservation of life. He said that the good people of 
Greensboro are also interested in that and have set up a fund for 
supplying milk to the underprivileged children of Greensboro. We 
think it would be a good idea if someone would pass around the 
hat, or have one at the door, for receiving smal! free-will contri- 
butions for that fund. | 


PRESIDENT FLORA: All right, sir. I appoint Mr. Albert 
Brinson and Mr. Jones, of Fayetteville, to take up that collection. 

(The amount of this contribution for the milk fund was 
$32.37.) 

PRESIDENT FLORA: I now recognize Secretary Miller. 


SECRETARY MILLER: Mr. President, the Courtesy Com- 
mittee has asked me to present this report. 

(Mr. Miller then. read the following report:) 

We, your committee by authority of the Convention assem- 
bled in Greensboro, North Carolina, August 9-12, wish to express 
our sincere appreciation to the Chief of the Fire Department, 
Frank D. Shaw, and his efficient fellow members of the Fire De- 
partment, to the Honorable Roger W. Harrison, Mayor, to the 
Honorable Andrew W. Joyner, Jr., City Manager, to the General 
Chairman, Mr. R. D. Douglas, and his fellow co-workers, to the

North Carolina State Firemen’s 

50th Anniversary of their organization 
Celebrated in Greensboro August 9-10-11th, 1937. 
My dear sir: 


In compliance with your request that I submit in writing the 
statements that I made orally before that Convention I here re- 
count the facts and incentive leading up to and the origin of the 
Organization. 

On my return to Greensboro from college in 1880 one of my 
first acts was to join the Greensboro Volunteer Fire Department. 
Two of the most energetic, enthusiastic and reliable members 
among the firemen were John Lewis and Charlie Lewis, brothers, 
who owned and operated a blacksmith and wood-working shop on 
Lewis street. These brothers jointly owned and operated their 
shop, dividing the income fifty-fifty. Charlie did the blacksmith- 
ing and John the wood-working end of the shop. They both had 
large families sustained solely by the proceeds of the shop. At a:

very stubborn fire which we were fighting on an unusually cold 
night, Charlie Lewis’ clothing was thoroughly soaked and frozen 
stiff so that his overcoat stood erect by itself after some of the 
men helped remove it from his body. So chilled was he that he 
took a deep cold, was confined to bed for several weeks and never 
recovered from it. The cold developed into consumption, of which 
he finally died. Doctors’ bills, nurses and medicines had to be paid; 
family expenses had to be paid; none of his children were old 
enough to earn wages or help at the shop where two men had 
been working and only John was left to carry on. The receipts of 
_ the shop were lessened, of course, but John continued to divide the 
income just as if Charles were still able to earn his half. By long 
hours, hard work and scrimping expenses, the two families lived 
and never a word of complaint out of either brother. 


After Charles’ death it dawned on me that something should 
be done to prevent the recurrence of another such case in any of 
the State’s Voluntary Fire Companies who were cheerfully giving 
their time and efforts, risking their health and even their 
lives in protecting the property and lives of their neighbors. 
With this thought in mind I discussed it with several of the men 
in the department. We called a meeting to determine what should 
and could be done for future protection of Volunteer Firemen. 
Captain James D. McNeill, a close friend of mine, was Chief of 
the Fayetteville Fire Department (as fine a man as ever lived), a 
shrewd politician and at the time a member of the State Legisla- 
ture was telegraphed, asked to attend this meeting, given its ob- 
jectives; he at once responded wholeheartedly and came to the 
meeting. Committees were appointed. Each fire insurance com- 
pany represented in North Carolina was asked if it would object 
to a fraction of a cent being added to its state tax for the benefit 
of Volunteer Firemen who were protecting the interests of these 
insurance companies. Nearly every company responded at once, 
giving their full consent. The State Insurance Commissioner was 
next approached, giving his approval in writing and graciously 
volunteering to collect the tax. With these letters in hand our 
Committee went before the Legislature with Captain McNeill as 
spokesman, and he Commissioner to assist. Our “bill” was pass- 
ed and became a law in a jiffy. : 

Treasurer Horney reported at the 50th Anniversary meeting 
that the assets of the Association now amount to a figure slightly 
above $93,000.00, and I feel, with many othgrs, that we should ve 
a portion of this fund to place a bronz tablet to the mnertuey of 
Charlie Lewis on the Firemen’s Memorial Monument in Grech: 
boro, and I am sending a copy of this statement to Mr. ae: 
our Secretary, with the hope that the Executive Committee - 
approve the suggestion and will either act upon it of themselves 
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or will bring it up at the next annual meeting of the organization 
since the tragic sacrifice of Charles Lewis was the incentive and 
basis of the organization it should, and I am sure will permanent- 
ly commemorate him.

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An Act to Incorporate the North Carolina 


State Firemen’s Association 


Be it Enacted by the Senate and House of Representatives in Gen- 


eral Assembly Convened: 


Section 1. That C. D. Benbow, J. G. Fowler, H. J. Elam, A. T. 
Boyd, C. F. Thomas, J. R. Donnell, Charles Whittington and 8. D. 
Wilson, of Greensboro; J. D. McNeill, of Fayetteville; J. T. Thack- 
er, W. F. Keith, S. A. Sink, C. D. Snipes, F. H. Vogler, F. C. 
Meinung, of Winston-Salem; E. B. Englehard, T. W. Blake, F: H. 
Lumsden and F. Brannon, of Raleigh; H. E. Heartt, of Durham; 
J. B. Swinson, of Charlotte, and such other persons as are asso- 
ciated with them, and their successors be, and they hereby are con- 
stiuted a body politic and corporate by the name of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association, and may by that name sue 
and be sued and prosecute and defend suits in all courts in the 
State and may have and use a common seal, and alter the same 
at pleasure. May take contracts and be capable in law of pur- 
chasing, holding and conveyting any real or personal estate for the 
benefit of said Association or corporation, provided, the said cor- 
poration shall not any time hold real or personal estate of greater 
amount than ten thousand ($10,000) dollars. 


Section 2. The purpose for which said Association is organ- 
ized is: The protection and promotion of the best interests of 
the firemen of North Carolina, the compilation of fire statistics, 
the collection of information concerning the practical workings of 
different systems of organizations, the examination and inquiries 
concerning the merits of the different kinds of apparatus in use 
and the improvements in the same, the cultivation of a fraternal 
fellowship between the different companies of the State. 


Section 3. Said Association or corporation shall have power to 
appoint officers, hold meetings, adopt Constitution and enact such 
By-Laws in such manner as their Constitution may prescribe, and 
make such rules and regulations as may be necessary to carry into 
effect the objects and aims of the Association; provided, that such 
Constitution and By-Laws, rules and regulations be not repugnant 
to the Constitution of the State and of the United States. 


Section 4. That this act shall be in force from and after its 


ratification. —

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The North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association 


PREAMBLE 


We, the members of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation, in order to form a more perfect organization, establish har- 
mony of action, insure prosperity and promote the best interests 
of the Firemen of North Carolina, and compile statistics of infor- 
mation concerning the practical working of various systems and 
the merits of the different apparatus in use for the extinguishing 
of fires, also the cultivation of fraternal fellowship between the 
several Fire Departments of the State do, here establish the fol- 


lowing Constitution and By-Laws. 
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CONSTITUTION 


Article I 


Section 1. This organization shall be known as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


Article If ’ 

Section 1. The officers of this Association shall consist of a 
President, Vice-President, Secretary, Treasurer and Statistician, 
and they shall constitute the Executive Committee and will hold 
their respective offices for one year, or until their successors shall 
be elected and qualified. Each officer of the Association shall 
have one vote on all questions coming before the Association: 

Article III 


Section 1. The members of the Association shall consist of the 
several Chiefs and Assistant Chiefs of the Fire Departments, Fire 
Marshals, Superintendents of Fire Alarm, Superintendents of 
Waterworks, Buildings and Electric Inspectors, and each regular 
organized Fire Company in the several Fire Departments of the 
State; said persons and companies complying with the provisions 
of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, and all in- 
vidual members of such fire companies, who comply with the pro- 
visions of the Constitution and By-Laws of this Association, shall, 
also, by virtue of their membership of such companies, be members 
of this Association for the purpose of participating in the benefits 
of this Association, and the funds disbursed by it, so long as said 
company remains a member of the Association, and no longer. 
But should any member fail to pay his per capita tax, when called 
for, and in accordance with the By-Laws of the Association he 
shall be debarred from the privileges of this Association. 

Section 2. Any member injured or made sick by disease con- 
tracted in the actual discharge of his duty as a Fireman, shall 
be entitled to the benefits from the “Firemen’s Relief Fund” of 
this Association, as set forth and contained in the By-Laws of 
said Association; and should death result from such injury or 
sickness the widow, if any, of such deceased fireman shall receive 
such an amount and for such purposes as is set forth and con- 
tained in the By-Laws of this Association, and in case there is 
no widow, then the company of which such deceased fireman was 
a member shall receive such an amount and for such purposes 
as is set forth and contained in the By-Laws of this Association. 

Section 8. Every person or company eligible and desiring to 
become a member of this Association shall make application to 
the Secretary, and at the same time pay to him the prescribed 
membership fee, and thereupon, if such applicant or company be 
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eligible he or such company shall become a member of this Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 4. All companies represented in this Association must 
be in full accord and in good standing in the Fire Department of 
the city, town or village where they are located, and if at any 


time they are not so, they shall forfeit all rights to membership 
in this Association, and companies that do not affiliate with the 
fire department of the city, town or village where they are located 
shall not be entitled to membership in this Association. 


Section 5. Every fire company in the State, which is a mem- 
ber of the Association, shall on or before the first day of August 
in each year, elect two delegates, and also two alternates, to serve 
for the ensuing year, with the Chief and Assistant Chief of the 
various departments at large, who are entitled to one vote each, or 
two for the company. In the absence of one of the delegates so 
elected, the other member or delegate may cast two votes for the 
company. They shall be beneficiary members of the Association, 
and shall show on the beneficiary roll. 


Article IV 
Section 1. The annual meetings of the Association shall be 
held at such place as the Association shall select, if said Associa- 
tion selects such place, and if not, then the Executive Committee 
shall select the time of holding all annual meetings of the Asso- 
ciation. 


Section 2. A failure to hold any annual meeting at the time 
designated in the Constitution shall in no wise make a dissolution 
of the Association. 


Section 3. The Executive Committee shall meet at such time 
and place as they may decide, on a call of the President or a 
majority of said Committee. 


Article V 


Section 1. If any vacancy shall occur by reason of death, 
resignation or otherwise of any of the officers of this Association, 
such vacancy shall be filled by the Executive Committee for the 
unexpired term for which said officer was elected. 


Article VI 


Section 1. This Association shall have the power to alter, 
amend, repeal or revise this Constitution and the By-Laws by a 
two-thirds vote of the members of the Association present entitled 
to vote; provided the proposed amendment shall have been sub- 


mitted in writing at a previous meeting of the Executive Com- 
mittee. 
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By-Laws 


DUTIES OF OFFICERS 


Article I 


Section 1. It shall be the duty of the President to preside 
over the meetings of the Association and to counter-sign all orders, 
warrants or vouchers duly granted by the Association, Executive 
Committee or other officer of the Association. He shall receive 
$250.00 compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by 
warrant on the Treasurer issued by the Secretary and counter- 
signed by the President. 


Section 2. It shall be the duty of the Vice-President to per- 
form all the duties of the President in his absence. 


Section 3. It shall be the duty of the Secretary to keep a com- 
plete record of all the proceedings of the Association; to receive 
and answer all communications pertaining to the Association; to 
keep a roster of the names of the different companies composing 
the Association and the individual members thereof; to collect the 
membership fee and the per capita tax, and to pay the same over 
to the Treasurer, taking his receipt therefor; and to issue all 
warrants and vouchers for the payment of all moneys expended 
by the Association or any o“ficer thereof. He shall execute a 
bond in the sum of One Thousand Dollars to this Association for 
security of all funds in his hands to be approved by and filed 
with the President. All property, books and records in the hands 
of the Secretary, are and shall remain the property of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. He shall receive $600.00 
compensation as annual salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant 
on Treasurer, issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the 
President.

lina. He shall disburse no moneys except on order issued by the 
Secretary and counter-signed by the President. At the annual 
meetings of the Association he shall make a full report of all the 
moneys received and disbursed by him. He shall execute a bond 
to the State of North Carolina as prescribed by law, which bond 
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shall be approved by and filed with the Treasurer of the State of 
North Carolina, and shall make a detailed report of the said Treas- 
urer of the State of North Carolina of the yearly expenditures’ of 
the Firemen’s Relief Fund. He shall, also, execute a bond in 
the sum of Seven Thousand Five Hundred Dollars to this Associa- 
tion for the security of the General Fund, to be approved by the 
President and filed with the Secretary of this Association. All 
property, books and records in the hands of the Treasurer are, and 
shal. remain the property of the North Carolina State Firemen’s 
Association. He shall receive $200.00 compensation as annual 
salary, to be paid quarterly by warrant on the Treasurer issued 
by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 5. It shall be the duty of the Statistician to correctly 
compile the statistics of each village and city in the State of all 
matters pertaining to the fire service, annually correcting the 
previous reports, which shall include everything of interest to our 
firemen, and to be so arranged as to be comprehensive in every 
detail. The expenses of all printing, printed matter and postage 
necessary in sending for and receiving such information shall be 
paid by the Association. He shall receive $75.00 compensation as 
annual salary, to be paid annually by warrant on the Treasurer 
issued by the Secretary and counter-signed by the President. 


Section 6. It shall be the duty of the Executive Committee to 
have published the proceedings of the Association; to transact 
all business of the Association during the times intervening be- 
tween the annual meetings of said Association; to advise the 
Treasurer in the management of all funds of the Association. At 
all meetings of the Executive Committee a majority of the com-. 
mittee shall constitute a quorum, and a majority of such quorum 
may determine all questions and transact all business the same as 
if all the said committee were present. 


Section 7. The expenses of the President when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of the Association, to be 
incurred at his discretion, shall be paid upon warrant issued by 
the Secretary and counter-signed by the President, and the ex- 
penses of the other officers of the Association when absent from 
home upon business of the Association, and while attending the 
annual meetings and special meetings of said Association shall 


likewise be paid upon warrant issued by the Secretary and counter- 
Signed by the President. 
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MEMBERSHIP 
Article II 


Section 1. Each fire company shall pay a membership fee of 
Five Dollars, and each Fire Chief, Assistant Chief, Fire Marshal, 
Superintendent of Fire Alarm, Superintendent of Waterworks, 
Building and Electric Inspectors, shall pay an annual fee of One 

Dollar, and all other members an annual fee of Fifty Cents each. 

: Section 2. The annual fees above mentioned shall be paid on, 
or before the first day of January of each and every year, in ad- 
vance for the insuing year. And all members who fail to comply 
with this provision shall, thereon and by reason of such failure, 
cease to be members of this Association, and cannot again become 
members of this Association except by new application, made in 
regular form, and paying the prescribed fee for membership. 

Section 3. Any individual or company, members of this Asso- 
ciation who, at any time fail to act in a gentlemanly manner, may 
upon charges brought before the Association be expelled from said 
Association by a majority vote of the membershirp. 

Section 4. Any Honorary Fireman may, upon the payment of 
the annual fees, become a member of the Association, with all 
rights and privileges of any other member, except such Honorary 
Firemen shall not participate in the Firemen’s Relief Fund. 


SICK AND DEATH BENEFITS 
Article III 


Section 1. Any member of this Association injured or made 
sick by disease contracted in the actual discharge of his duties as 
a fireman shall be entitled to the benefits from the Firemen’s Re- 
lief Fund” of this Association, as follows: At the rate of $4.00 
per day while totally unable to attend to his ordinary business by 
reason of such injury or sickness for a period not exceeding one 
hundred days; but the Executive Committee may extend such 
benefits for good cause shown to the next annual meeting of the 
Association next after the expiration of the said period of one 
hundred days, and the Association at said annual meeting will, 
at its pleasure, determine the time for which such benefits may be 
received; and in case of death for such injury or sickness, this 
Association shall pay to the widow of the deceased $300.00 for 
funeral expenses, and should the deceased have no widow, this 
amount shall be paid to the Treasurer of the Company of which 
the deceased was a member to be used by said Company to defray 
his funeral expenses. Provided that no fireman shall be entitled 
to receive any benefits under this section until the local Fireman’s 
Relief Fund of his city or town shall have been exhausted. 

Section 2. The Chief or Acting Chief shall certify before a 
Magistrate, Notary Public or other officer authorized to administer 
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oaths on blank form published by the Secretary of this Association, 
accompanied by a certificate of the attending physician, said 
certificate to be made on a blank furnished by the Secretary of 
this Association. 


Section 3. Applications for benefits shall be made to the Sec- 
retary in compliance with the form to be furnished by the Sec- 
retary for that purpose, and shall be made within thirty days 
after receiving the injury or contracting the disease complained 
of; but said time for making said application may be extended by 
the Executive Committee for good cause shown. 


Section 4. The action of this Association upon all questions 
that may arise as te granting or refusing relief and benefits, both 
as to the amount thereof and the person claiming, and upon all 
questions relating to the right or claim of membership, shall be 
final and conclusive, and the action of the Executive Committee 
upon said questions shall in like manner be final and conclusive 
until the same be changed by the Association at its annual meet- 
ings. 
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RULES OF ORDER 


; 1. The presiding officer shall preserve order and decorum; all 
questions of order shall be decided by him, subject to an appeal of 
the Association. 


2. Every member when he speaks shall rise, standing in his 
place, addressing the presiding officer, and shall omit personalities 
and confine himself to the questions under debate. 


8. When two or more members shall rise at once, the presid- 
ing officer shai: name the one who shall speak first. 


4, A member when called to order shall immediately sit down 
unless permitted to explain by the Chair. If there be no appeal, 
the decision shall be conclusive. 


5. Every delegate shall vote, unless excused by the Associa- 
tion, but no delegate shall vote on any question in which he shall 
have a direct individual or pecuniary interest, and the President 
shall only vote in case of a tie. 


6. The ayes and nays shall be taken and entered upon the 
minutes of the Association, if required by three delegates. 


7, All business not provided for in these By-Laws shall be 
transacted according to the parliamentary rules that govern delib- 
erate bodies. No less than the representative of five companies 


shall constitute a quorum. 
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FIREMEN’S RELIEF FUND 


ARTICLE 1—STATE APPROPRIATIONS 


6056—Annual Appropriation 


The sum of two thousand five hundred dollars is hereby ap- 
propriated annually and shall constiute a “Firemen’s Relief Fund.” 


6057—Payment by State Treasurer. 

The treasurer of the state shall pay the amount constituting 
the firemen’s relief fund on the warrant of the auditor, one-fourth 
to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s 
Association, properly chartered by law, and three-fourths to the 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation shall give bond, and the Association shall disburse the 
funds in the same manner and under the same rules as the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association. 


6058—A pplication of Fund 


The money so paid into the hands of the treasurer of the North 
Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall be known and remain 
as the “Firemen‘s Relief Fund” of North Carolina, and shall be 
used as a fund for the relief of firemen, members of such associa- 
tion, who may be injured or rendered sick by disease contracted in 
the actual discharge of duty as firemen, and for the relief of 
widows, children, and if there be no widow or children, then de- 
pendent mothers of such firemen killed or dying from disease so 
contracted in such discharge of duty; to be paid in such manner 
and in such sums to such individuals of the classes herein named 
and described as may be provided for and determined upon in ac- 
cordance with the constitution and by-laws of said association, and 
such provisions and determinations made pursuant to said consti- 
tution and by-laws shall be final and conclusive as to the persons 
entitled to benefits and as to the amount of benefit to be received, 
and no action at law shall be maintained against said Association 
to enforce any claim or recover any benefit under this article or 
under the constitution and by-laws of said Association; but if any 
officer or commitee of said Association omit or refuse to perform 
any duty imposed upon him or them, nothing herein contained shall 
be construed to prevent any proceedings against said officer or 
committee, to compel him or them to perform such duty. No 
fireman shall be entitled to receive any benefit under this section 
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until the Firemen’s Relief Fund of this city or town shall have been 
exhausted. 
6059—Treasurer to File Report and Give Bond 


The Treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion shall make a detailed report to the state treasurer of the year- 
ly expenditures of the appropriation under this chapter on or be- 
fore the end of the fiscal year, showing the total amount of money 
in his hands at the time of the filing of thé report, and shall give 
a bond to the State of North Carolina with good and sufficient 
sureties to the satisfaction of the treasurer of the State of North 
Carolina in a sum not less than the amount of money on hand 
as shown by said report. 


6060—Who Shall Participate in the Fund 
The line of duty entitling one to participate in the fund shall 
be so construed as to mean actual fire duty only, and any actual 
duty connected with the fire department when directed to perform 
the same by an officer in charge. 


6061—Who May Become Members 

Any organized Fire Company in North Carolina, holding itself 
ready for duty may, upon compliance with the requirements of said 
constitution and by-laws become a member of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association, and any firemen of good moral char- 
acter in North Carolina, and belonging to an organized fire com- 
pany who will comply with the requirements of the constitution 
and by-laws of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association 
may become a member of said association. 

6062—Applied to Members of Regular Fire Company 

The provisions of this chapter shall apply to any fireman who 
is a member of a regularly organized fire company, and is a mem- 
ber in good standing of the North Carolina State Fremen’s Asso- 


ciation. 
ARTICLE 2—FUND DERIVED FROM FIRE INSURANCE 


COMPANIES 


6063—-Fire Insurance Companies to Report Premiums Collected. 

Every fire insurance company, corporation or association 
doing business in any town or city in North Carolina that 
has, or may hereafter have, a_ regularly organized fire de- 
partment under the control of the mayor and city council or other 
governing body of said town or city, and which has in serviceable 
condition for fire duty apparatus and equipment amounting 1n 
value to one thousand dollars or more and which enforces the fire 
laws to the satisfaction of the insurance commissioner shall return 
to the insurance commissioner of the state of North Carolina a 
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just and true account of all premiums collected and received from 
all fire insurance business done within the corporate limits of 


such towns and cities during year ending December thirty-first, or 
such portion thereof as they may have transacted such business 
in such towns and cities. Such companies, corporations, or as- 
sociations shall make said returns within sixty days from and af- 
ter the thirty-first day of December of each year. 


6064—Tax on Receipts For Premiums 


Every fire insurance company, corporation or association as 
aforesaid shall, within seventy-five days from December thirty- 
first of each year, deliver and pay to the state insurance commis- 
sioner the sum of fifty cents out of and from every one hundred 
dollars, and at that rate, upon the amount of all premiums written 
on fire and lightning policies covering property situated within 
the corporated limits of such towns and cities during the year 
ending December thirty-first in each year, or for such portion of 
each year as said company, corporation, or association shall have 
done business in said towns and cities. 
6065—Insurance Commissioner to Investigate Returns and Collect 


Tax 

Every such company, corporation, or association shall make 
accurate returns of all business done, both on fire and lightning 
insurance, covering property situated within the limits of such 
towns and cities; and in case any fraud, misrepresentation, or mis- 
take of any returns, as provided for in this article, be apparent, 
it shall be the duty of the insurance commissioner to investigate 
such returns and collect the amount which he shall find to be 
due, 

6066—Penalty For Failure to Pay Tax 


Every fire insurance company, association, or corporation 
aforesaid which shall knowingly or wilfully fail or neglect to re- 
port or pay over any of the money due on premiums as afore- 
said, at the times and in the manner specified in this article, or 
shall be found upon examination to have made a false return of 
businesss done by them, shall for each offense forfeit and pay the 
sum of three hundred dollars for the use and benefit of the fire 
department of such town or city, to be recovered in a civil action 
in the name of the town or city. 


6067—Insurance Commissioner to Pay Fund to Treasurer 


The insurance commissioner shall deduct the sum of five per 
cent from the money so collected from the insurance companies, 
corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, and pay the same over 
to the treasurer of the State Firemen’s Association for general 
purposes and the remainder of the money so collected from the 
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insurance companies, corporations, or associations, as aforesaid, 
doing business in the several towns and cities in the state having, 
or that may hereafter have organized fire department as provided 
in this article, said insurance commissioner shall pay to the treas- 
urer of each town or city to be held by him as a separate and dis- 
tinct fund, and he shall immediately pay the same to the treasurer 
of the local board of trustees upon his election and qualification, 
for the use of the board of trustees of the firemen’s local relief 
fund in each town or city, composed of five members, residents of 
said city or town as hereinafter provided for, to be used by them 
for the purpose as named in section 6069. 


6068—Trustees Appointed; Organization 


In each town or city complying with and deriving benefits from 
the provisions of this article there shall be appointed annually in 
January, a local board of trustees, known as the trustees of the 
firemen’s relief fund, to be composed of five members, two of 
whom shall be named by the members of the local fire department, 
two by the mayor and board of aldermen or other local governing 
body, the remaining member by the State insurance commissioner, 
all to hold office for two years or until their successors are ap- 
pointed, and to serve without pay for their service. They shall 
immediately after appointment organize by electing from their 
members a chairman and a secretary and treasurer, which two last 
positions may be held by the same person. The treasurer of said 
board of trustees shall give a good and sufficient bond in a sum 
equal to the amount of moneys in his hands, to be approved by the 
insurance commissioner, for the faithful and proper discharge of 
the duties of his office. 


6069—Disbursement of Fund By Trustees 


The board of trustees shall have entire control of the funds 
derived from the provisions of this article, and shall disburse the 
funds only for the following purposes: 

1. To safeguard any fireman in active service from financial 
loss occasioned by sickness contracted or injury received while in 
the performance of his duties as a fireman. 

2. To provide a reasonable support for those actually de- 
pendent upon the services of any fireman who may lose his life in 
the fire service of his town, city or state, either by accident or 
from disease contracted or injury received by reason of such ser- 
vice. The amount is to be determined according to the earning 
capacity of the deceased. 

3. To safeguard any 
period of five years in the 
ever becoming an inmate o 
upon charity.

f any almshouse or actually dependent 
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4. To provide for the payment of any fireman’s assessment 
in the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of North: 
Carolina, if the board of trustees find as a fact that said fireman 
is unable to pay the said assessment by reason of disability. 
6070—Trustees to Keep Account and File Report; Effect of Failure 

The board of trustees shall keep a correct account of all 
moneys received and disbursed by them, and shall at the annual 
meeting of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association render 
an itemized statement of the same, for publication in the annual 
report, a copy of which report shall be made annually to the state 
insurance commissioner; and in case any board of trustees in any 
of the towns and cities benefitted by this article shall neglect or 
fail to perform their duties, or shall willfully misappropriate the 
funds entrusted to their care, or shall neglect or fail to report at 
the annual meeting at the state association, then the insurance 
commissioner shall withhold any and all further payments to said 
board of trustees, or their successors, until the matter has been 
fully investigated by an official of the State Firemen’s Associa- 
tion, and adjusted to the satisfaction of the state insurance com- 
missioner. Should such payments be unadjusted for a period of 
fifteen months from the time when such payments would other- 
wise have been made then the insurance commissioner shall pay 
over the said amount to the treasurer of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association and shall constitute a part of the firemen’s 
relief fund. 


6071—Municipal Clerk to Certify List of Fire Companies; Effect 
of Failure 

The clerk of any city, town or village or other municipal cor- 
poration having an organized fire department shall, on or before 
the 31st day of October in each year, make and file with the in- 
surance commissioner his certificate, stating the existence of such 
department, the number of steam, hand or other engines, hook and 
ladder trucks and hose carts in actual use, the number of organ- 
ized companies, and the system of water supply in use for such 
departments, together with such other facts as the insurance com- 
missioner may require, on a blank to be furnished by him.

shall constitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund. 


6072—Fire Departments To Be Members of State Association And > 
rh wy!

For the purpose of supervision and as guaranty that the pro- ’ 
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visions of this article shall be honestly administered in a business 
like manner, it is provided that every department enjoying the 
benefits of this law shall be a member of the North Carolina State 
Firemen’s Association, send at least one accredited delegate to the 
annual meeting of said association and comply with its constitu- 
tion and by-laws. If the fire department of any city, town or vil- 
lage shall fail to send at least one delegate to the annual meeting 
of the State Firemen’s Association and otherwise fails to comply 
with the constitution and by-laws of said Association said city, 
town or village shall forfeit its right to the next annual payment 
due from the funds mentioned in this article, and the insurance 
commissioner shall pay over said amount to the treasurer of the 
North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and same shall con- 
stitute a part of the firemen’s relief fund: Provided, however, that 
the failure of any department to have a delegate or representative 
present at the annual meeting of the association shall not have 
such effect if in the opinion of a majority of the Executive Com- 
mittee of said association such delegate or representative had a 
valid excuse for his failure so to attend. 
6073—No Discrimination on Account of Color 

Inasmuch as there are in a number of towns and cities of this 
state fire companies composed exclusively of colored men, it is ex- 
pressly provided that the local board of trustees shall make no 
discrimination on account of color in the payment of benefits. The 
treasurer of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association shall 
pay to the treasurer of the North Carolina State Volunteer Fire- 
men’s Association one-sixth of the funds arising from the five per 
cent. paid him by the insurance commissioner each year, to be used 
by said North Carolina State Volunteer Firemen’s Association for 
general purposes. 

Section 2. That all laws and clauses of laws in conflict with 
the provisions of this act are hereby repealed. 

Section 3. That this act shall be in force and effect from and 
after its ratification.

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RULES GOVERNING Hose COMPANIES 
HAND REEL CONTEST 


Two To Enter : 


Sixteen men and a foreman allowed. 


Reel to carry not less than 148 feet of standard two and one- 
half inch hose to be connected on the start as when ready for duty 
to fires (three full threads) to run 100 yards, unreel not les than 
98-feet of hose, attach same to plug, screw pipe to hose (any size 
nozzle), throw water in quickets time. Water to show opposite 
or beyond the hyrant, or company shall be ruled out. The plug 
must be closed at the time of the company starting on the run, 
and shall be opened by the wrenchman. No straps or snap coup- 
lings allowed. 

No company shall be allowed to assist another. In the run 
each company is required to furnish a roll of its members to the 
Secretary of.the Association on the morning after the first day, 
as early as possible. Fifteen minutes will be allowed. Each com- 
pany failing to start within that time shall be ruled out. Two 
entries required. No one allowed inside the ropes except the com- 
pany making the run. The company making the best time wins 
the first prize. No company allowed to enter more than one 
team. 

GRAB RACE CONTEST 


Company to run 50 yards, grab reel and run 50 yards to plug, 
unreel not less than 48 feet of hose, attach same to plug and throw 
water—drag rope to be put up or down (optional with company) 
Plug must be closed when company starts to run same as Reel Con- 
tests. Couplings to be broken opposite or beyond plug. Should 
butt or nozzle blow off, company be ruled out. 


HORSE REEL RACE 
Two To Enter 


Companies allowed the use of any four-wheeled Hose Carriage 
or Wagon, either one or two-horse, to carry not less than 250 feet 
standard two and one-half inch natural unstretched hose. Carriage 
or Wagon to be weighed; weight for one horse not less than 1,000 
pounds, exclusive of driver and men; the driver, buttman and 
coupling breaker shall ride on Carriage or Wagon, horse or horses 
to be hitched to hose Carriage and Wagon and to be given a moving 
start of 50 yards behind the actual starting line. The starting 
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to be so located as to be a 200-yard run for horse to hydrant, 
where company is to unreel. Time to be taken when front wheels 
of wagon pass over the starting line until water shows, unreel not 
less than 250 feet of hose, breaking couplings and attach pipe and 
show water. Water must show within 50 of the 250-foot line; 
hose to be reeled on carriage or placed on wagon, connected with 
three full threads. The plug must be closed at the time of the 
company starting and cannot be opened until hose is first started 
to be unreeled. Companies allowed five men in addition to those 
who ride, and can be placed in such positions as desired. Time 
taken from the first signal until water shows. If butt, or pipe 
blows off company shall be ruled out and hose must be let go be- 
fore pressure is taken off. Where ballast is used the certificate 
must show the kind of ballast and weight of same. 


OTHER EVENTS 


One Hundred Yard Foot Race 


Men to run 100 yards. Two men to be selected by the captain 
of each company. The one making the best time wins the prize. 


General Rules. 


All contestants will be required to take part in the parade, un- 
less excused for satisfactory reasons, same to be made in writing. 


In no case will a second trial be allowed. 
Each company’s run will be decided by lot. 


Captains will ‘select all judges on the morning of the contest. 


All competing companies must furnish the judges with weight of 


apparatus—to be weighed on city scales. 


Companies wishing couplings—city Standard, eight threads to 


the inch—will be furnished with the same on application to the 
Chief of Fire Department. 


Hose will be furnished on the day of contest, if desired. 


No person will be allowed to enter any of the contests unless he 
is a bona fide member of the company with which he enters. 


N. B.—Judges must be governed by the rules, as no changes 
will be allowed under any circumstances. 
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Rules Governing Motor Contest at Fay- 
etteville Convention and ‘Tourna- 


ment 1920. 


Rule 1. Contest shall be to test the efficiency of the men, and 
not for speed of truck. 


Rule 2. Team shall consist of not more than 8 men, one of 
whom shall be captain. Team to be sub-divided into 2 sub-teams, 
one for Hose contest and one for the Chemica] contest. The 
Hose team to consist of 1 wrenchman, 1 buttman, 1 slack-puller, 1 
coupling-breaker and 1 nozzleman. The Chemical team to consist 
of 2 laddermen and one climber—three men; total eight men. 


Rule 8. Truck shall be furnished by the city where Tourna- 
ment is to be held. Same truck to be used by all teams alike. A 
competent chauffer to be furnished by the city, to drive for all 
alike. He shall be sworn to give as near as is humanly possible the 
Same start, the same speed and same finish to all teams alike. 


Rule 4. Truck to start from a standstill with men on truck, 
from a point not less than 200 yards from hydrant; to run with 
fair speed to all, breaking string that sounds starting gong going 
at hydrant, 100 feet from hydrant and pass hydrant and come to 
a full stop opposite the ladder-shed, which shall be erected on the 
opposite side of the street, 100 feet beyond the hydrant. (Hydrant 
to be on left, ladder-shed to be on rights ; 


Rule 5. Men to jump from truck, remove cap, connect hose to 
hydrant lay two sections of hose, break coupling, attach nozzle and 
show water at nozzle. The Chemical men to unship ladder, place 
Same against ladder shed; the climber to mount same and touch 
bell on ladder-shed with his chemical nozzle. Bell to be erected 
on ladder-shed 14 feet from pavement to the center of bell. Ladder 
to be standard twelve foot truck ladder. 


Rule 6. There shall be two sets of timers, one for the Hose 
contest, and. one for the Chemical contest. Hose contest shall be 
WET, the chemical contest to be DRY. Time shall be taken by 
both sets of timers at the sound of the starting gong—until water 
Shows at nozzle for the Hoseman, and from the touch of the 
chemical nozzle at top round of ladder-shed by the Chemical men. 
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Rule 7. In the Water Contest, coupling must be broken and 
water shown, opposite or beyond hydrant; hose must be laid in 
truck, same as for fire service; second coupling (the one to be 
broken) to be on three full threads and placed in truck, beyond 
the reach of the coupling breaker, until hose is commenced to be 
laid; buttman and slack-puller allowed not more than fifteen feet 
of slack to jump with; cap on hydrant to be three full threads. 


Rule 8. The time of the Hose service and the Chemical ser- 
vice to be kept separate. Separate prizes to be given to the win- 
ners in each contest. 


Rule 9. A neutral judge who is not in anyway connected with 
the team making the run, to ride on truck and report any infrac- 
tion of the above rules. 


Rule 10. No one except members of team starting with truck 
allowed to assist in any particular.

106, of the Consolidated Statutes of North Carolina, known as the 
North Carolina Insurance Law, and the several acts and supple- 
ments amendatory thereof. 


1. The name of the corporation is The Firemen’s Fraternal In- 
surance Fund of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association.

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3. The location of the principal or head office shall be in the 
city of Concord, County of Cabarrus, State of North Carolina, but 
the same may be moved by said corporation or its board of direc 
tors to any other city or town in said State. 


4, The objects for which this corporation is formed is to es- 
tablish and carry on a fraternal benefit fund for the purpose of 
making provision for the payment of a benefit in case of death of 
its members as result of disease, accident, or old age, and is or- 
ganized for the sole benefit of its members and their beneficiaries 
and designated in the insurance law as Fraternal Orders. 


5. Said corporation may make by laws for its government,

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CONSTITUTION AND By-Laws 


OF THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION 


Name and Object 


Article 1. The name of this Association, which is organized 
by voluntary agreement of its members and under resolutions duly 
adopted by the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association, shall 
be known as “Fiermen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund of the State of 
North Carolina.” 


Article 2. The objects of said Association shall be to cement 
more firmly the bonds of fraternity and friendship now existing 
between the members of THE NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION. 


Article 8. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
created and maintained by assessment made upon its members, 
which shall become due and payable as provided in the By-Laws 
of the Association. 

Government 


Article 1. The Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall be 
under the general control and supervision and management of the 
Executive Committee of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation. 


Article 2. The Executive Committee shall make a report at 
each and every Annual Meeting of the North Carolina State Fire- 
men’s Association at its first business session. 


By-Laws and Regulations 


The officers of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund shall 
be the Executive officers of the North Carolina State Firemen's 


Association. 
Membership 


1. Any active member in good standing with the State Associa- 
tion, and any Honorary member who has served five years as a 
fireman, and in good standing with the State Association, shall be 
eligible for membership in THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL IN- 
SURANCE FUND. 


2. Any member whose name shall have been dropped from the 
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Roll of Members for non-payment of assessments may be re-in- 
stated in his membership upon application, and upon a showing 
that he is in good health at the time, and upon paying to the Sec- 
retary the sum of $2.20, together with all past due assessments: 
Provided, however, that said application for reinstatement shall be 
made within twelve months after the time his name shall have 
been dropped from the roll, and, Provided, further, that no member - 
so in default shall be allowed more than one application for re- 
instatement. 

Sub.-Sec. 2. The application of any person presented to the 
Secretary of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance Fund for member- 
ship as an honorary member shall be accompanied by a sworn 
statement, sworn to and subscribed before a Notary Public by the 
three ranking officials of the Department or organization to which 
applicant has belonged to, or affiliated with, stating that such 
applicant has been an active member of an organized Fire Depart- 
ment in the State of North Carolina and is in good standing in 
the North Carolina State Firemen’s Association and has been for 
the period of FIVE years immediately preceeding the presenta- 
tion of his application. 


Sub.-Sec. 8. No application presented for membership either 
active or honorary shall be accepted by the Secretary of the Fire- 
men’s Fraternal Insurance Fund if the age of the applicant is in 
excess of 50 years. 


Beneficiaries and Certificates 


3. A Certificate of Membership shall be issued to each mem- 
ber of THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF 
THE STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, signed by the President 
and Secretary, which certificate, among other things, shall set forth 
the name, age, place of residence of the member, and also the 
name, age, place of residence and relationship of the Beneficiary 
named and designated by the member at the time of his applica- 
tion. 

4. The Beneficiary shall be named and designated by the mem- 
ber at the time of his application for membership, and shall be a 
near relative of the applicant. Provided; that in exceptional cases; 
and with the consent of the Executive Committee, the applicant 
may designiate his estate as beneficiary. 

5. The designated Beneficiary may be changed at the pleasure 
of the mei:.ber upon surrender of his Certificate of Membership 
upon the payment of a fee of $1.00, and thereupon a new Certificate 
of Membership, with the name of the new beneficiary therein 
stated, shall be issued to him. Upon surrender of any Certificate, 
the President and Secretary shall cancel the same. 

6. In case the certificate of Membership shall be lost or de- 
stroyed, and a member desires: to procure a new Certificate of 
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Membership or desires to change the beneficiary designated therein, 
he shall have thé resignated beneficiary, if living, join in the appli- 
cation for a new certificate, or for change of the Beneficiary; Pro- 
vided, that in case the designated beneficiary be dead, proof of 
such fact must accompany the application for a new certificate, 
or for change of the beneficiary. 

7. In case the designated beneficiary shall pre-decease the 
member, and the member shall die without having.designated a 
new beneficiary, then, and in that event, the amount payable un- 
der the Certificate of Membership shall be payable to the heirs 
at law or legatees of such deceased member, according to the la 
of the State of which the deceased member was a citizen at the 
time of his death.

Payment of Beneficiary Fund 


Upon receiving satisfactory notice of the death of a member of 
THE FIREMEN’S FRATERNAL INSURANCE FUND OF THE 
STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, the President and Treasurer 
shall immediately forward to the beneficiary designated in the 
Certificate of Membership, if living, or to the heirs at law or 
legatees of such deceased member, if known, and the designated 
beneficiary be dead, a check for a sum of not less than Two Hun- 
dred and Fifty Dollars if so.much be in the Treasury at the time, 
and as soon hereafter as practicable, not exceeding sixty days, 
the balance collected upon the assessment made on account of the 
death of such deceased member: Provided, that no amount great- 
er than One Thousand Dollars of the sum collected upon the as- 
sessment made for the death of any deceased member shall be 
paid to the designated beneficiary, if living, or to the heirs at law 
‘or legatees of the deceased member, if the resignated beneficiary 
be dead at the time of the levy and collection of such assessment, 
Provided, further that One Dollar from every assessment in excess 
of One Thousand Dollars collected from members shall go to es- 
tablish a surplus fund. 


Assessment and Beneficiary Fund 
1. Each member of the North Carolina State Firemen’s Asso- 
ciation becoming a member of the Firemen’s Fraternal Insurance 
Fund of the State of North Carolina shall pay in advance to the 
Secretary, the sum of $2.20 which shall constitute the first two 
assessments. 


2. Upon the death of any member of the Association, there 
shall be levied upon each member an assessment of $1.10, and 
there shall be levied as many assessments as there shall be deaths 
of members, to the end that the primary fund arising from the 
first two assessments shall be maintained intact as nearly as pos- 
sibles* etc we > 
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3. All assessments shall be levied by the Secretary, notice of 
which shall be promptly given to each member, and shall be pay- 
able to said President and Secretary within thirty days after the 
same shall have been made. 


4, Any member who shall fail to pay the assessment levied, 
and being in default in payment thereof for thirty days after 
notice of such assessment, shall cease to be a member of THE 
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STATE OF NORTH CAROLINA, and shall forfeit all interest 
therein, unless reinstated as herein provided. 


5. The sum arising from assessments shall be apportioned and 
applied as follows: Ten (10c) cents to each assessment shall be 
applied to the account of salary and expenses of one ($1.00) Dol- 
lar thereof, not to exceed One Thousand Dollars, as heretofore 
provided, to the beneficiary of the member for whose death the 
assessment may be levied. 


6. Upon payment of the full amount collected upon an assess- 
ment on account of the death of any member of the Fund, the 
President and Secretary shall cancel the certificate of membership 
of such deceased member. 

Amendments 


These By-Laws and Regulations may be repealed, amended or 
added to by vote of two-thirds of the Executive Committee at any 
regular meeting, or at a meeting called for that purpose, same 
to be subject to approval of the NORTH CAROLINA STATE 
FIREMEN’S ASSOCIATION at its next regular meeting. 


Application blanks and Forms of Certificate of Membership 
were offered for inspection and the question of the exact forms 
left open for future action. 


Upon motion of Capt. McNeil the election of a board of direc- 
tors resulted as follows: James H. Wood, John L. Foister, Charles 
Schnibben, R. E. Currier and John L. Miller, the same persons as 
now constitute the Executive Committee of the North Carolina 
State Firemen’s Association. The work of the incorporators hav- 
ing been completed, the meeting was adjourned.
